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THE SHORTAGE OF 
REINFORCING RODS 


IPHE history of reinforcing rod supplies is not a happy one. In general 
the past 10 years have been marked by recurring shortages. The year 
1950 started off well but difficulties emerged in 1951 mainly as a result of 
the re-armament programme, and continued into 1952; 1953 and most of 
1954 saw the mills working below capacity and the discontinuance of imports, 
but by the end of 1954 another serious shortage had developed and imports 
were again necessary in 1955. Difficulties remained throughout 1956, but 1957 
and 1958 were relatively good years, at least from the users’ point of view. 
However, following an upsurge of building work of all types, delivery periods 
again lengthened and reached six months or more by the end of 1959. 


The position today, according to all reports, is pretty grim. Nine or 12 
months is about the shortest delivery period that can be obtained; on many 
occasions it is 15 months or more. As in earlier years, it is the smaller sizes 
that are the most difficult to obtain. 


A further worry for contractors is a tendency for architects and engineers 
to introduce a clause into the contract that tenders must be submitted on 
the understanding that adequate steel supplies are available. If the contractor 
is thrown back on Continental steel this often means an increase in costs 
and a tricky calculation on a firm-price tender. 


The use of reinforced concrete as a method of construction is still in- 
creasing in Great Britain. It is doubtful if this trend has been fully taken 
into account in the estimates of future demand that have been made from 
time to time. At any rate, demand in 1959, particularly in the latter part, 
seems to have completely outstripped the earlier estimates. It is a fact, too, 
that Great Britain still lags behind the majority of European countries in its 


usage of reinforcing rods. But to dwell on the past is no remedy for the 
future. 


What can be done to alleviate the present acute shortage and to eliminate 
this two-year cycle of glut and shortage? Contractors can make a contribution 
themselves. They can avoid fragmentation of delivery schedules; advance 
ordering, accompanied by full details of sizes and tonnage is essential to 
smooth production. It would help, too, if specifications were consolidated 
as between different sizes, showing the destination of each batch. 


The problem, however, goes much deeper than these considerations. Most 
rolling mills roll various types of finished products and in the past it has 
been impossible to avoid the impression that contracting has been regarded 
as a “cinderella” industry by the steel producers; its needs are to be considered 
after many others have been satisfied. The fact that consumption of reinforcing 
rods by the contracting industry rose from about 250,000 tons in 1950 to about 
450,000 tons in 1959 suggests that far from starving this market the producers 
could very profitably develop it, even if this means that they have, on occasion, 
to hold expensive stocks of finished products as well as billets. 


Finally, the Government cannot escape responsibility. A legitimate com- 
plaint of the producers is the frequent changes that take place in the level of 
the overall construction programme. It is the old story so familiar in the 
case of bricks and other materials and the construction industry itself. Cuts 
in construction work damp down the demand for rods: stocks are run down 
and an increase in activity results in almost immediate shortages. The two-year 
cycle is not confined to reinforcing rods but is reflected throughout the whole 
range of constructional activity and its allied processes. 


The users can do much to improve the present reinforcing rod position 
by giving longer notice of their requirements. The producers can do even more, 
by increased production and by seeing that contracting gets a more generous 
share of the available supplies. The final solution, however, must await the 
day when the planners cease to tamper with the free flow of building and 
civil engineering work. 
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MINISTRY ANNOUNCES £2M. MEDWAY 


BRIDGE CONTRACT 


Journal’s Exclusive Report Confirmed 


OLLOWING the exclusive report in 
The Contract Journal last Thurs- 
day, a Ministry of Transport announce- 
ment has confirmed that the Medway 
Bridge is to be constructed by J. L. Kier 
and Co., Ltd., in association with 
Christiani and Nielsen, Ltd. The con- 
tract is valued at £2,325,931, and work 
is to start shortly. 

The bridge, with its approach viaducts 
and their abutments, will be nearly 
two-thirds of a mile long (3,270ft.) with a 
central span of 500ft. The span will be 
100ft. above the water. Two additional 
river spans—one on each side of the centre 
span—give the bridge itself a total length 
of 1,125ft. The western approach viaduct 
will have 11 spans and the eastern viaduct 
seven, making 21 spans in all. In addition 





to the motorway's two carriageways, the 
bridge will also carry separate cycle tracks 
and footways. 


Largest Prestressed Span 


The bridge itself will be an outstanding 
example of prestressed concrete engineer- 
ing. Compared with its main span of 
500ft., the next largest in the world is the 
Coblenz Bridge over the Moselle which has 
a main span of 403ft.; this was completed 
in 1954. The previous largest was that 
over the Rhine at Worms, built in 1953 
with a main span of 375ft. 


Many difficult engineering problems are 
involved in the construction work. To 
cause the least possible obstruction to river 
traffic, girders will be erected across the 
river on the cantilever principle, using the 
minimum amount of temporary staging. 
The concrete will be cast as construction 
proceeds, specially designed formwork 
being used which, together with essential 
plant, will be moved forward on steel or 
aluminium travelling cages. 


In the earlier stages of the contract, 
suitable weather conditions will be of par- 
ticular importance, because of the heavy 
plant and temporary works needed for 
piling and foundations. 


Carriageways, hard shoulders, cycle 


tracks and footways will be paved with 
mastic asphalt to ensure complete water- 
proofing of the structure. 

The contract just awarded also includes 
the construction of two road bridges over 
the railway lines from Sole Street to 
Rochester on the west bank of the Med- 
way. 

The bridge has been designed by Free- 
man, Fox and Partners, acting as consult- 
ing engineers to the Ministry, and they will 
also be responsible for the supervision of 
the contract, which will take about 2} 
years to complete. 


Technical Details 


The two main piers of the bridge will 
consist of hollow reinforced concrete shafts 
built on mass concrete. To provide the 
foundations, excavation inside sheet steel

piled cofferdams will have to be taken 
down some 50ft. below high water to reach 
the chalk bedrock. After the massive 
concrete foundations are brought above 
water level, the comparatively slender 
cellular reinforced concrete piers will pro- 
vide the seatings from which the main span 
and side anchor spans will be cantilevered 
outwards in both directions. 


The superstructure will consist of inde- 
pendent twin bridges, the side spans being 
extended into the main span by 200ft. 
long cantilevers, which will support a 100ft. 
suspended central span. The overall depth 
of the girders will be about 35ft. at the 
river piers and eight feet at the centre of 
the navigation span. 


Both the anchor and cantilever spans 
will be of cellular construction. The sus- 
pended span of each of the twin bridges 
will consist of four precast prestressed con- 
crete beams weighing up to 95 tons each. 
These will support a reinforced concrete 
deck slab cast in position. 


The 2,145ft. approach viaducts will con- 
sist of reinforced concrete slabs cast on 
top of precast prestressed concrete beams 
weighing up to 185 tons each. These will 
be supported by reinforced concrete portal 
piers founded on piles or on spread foot- 
ings. 


Very accurate assessments will have to 
be made of the deflections from dead load 
during erection, particularly that of the 
main spans. Shrinkage and “creep” of 
concrete will have to be taken into 
account, as well as all the plant and erec- 
tion gear, to make sure that the final 
levels are correct and that the necessary 
movement for variations of temperature 
can take place. 


Motorway Project 


Award of the contract represents the 
start of the carefully phased works on M.2, 
the most important motorway project in 
south-eastern England. 

Leaving A.2 on the London side of 
Strood, this 25-mile road will by-pass to 
the south Rochester, Chatham, Sitting- 
bourne and Faversham. Near Faversham,

the motorway will rejoin the existing route 
to Canterbury, Dover, Folkestone and 
other Kent coastal resorts. 

Work on M.2 itself will begin later, says 
the Ministry.

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LAND CRISIS IN THE HOUSE-BUILDING 


INDUSTRY 


N.F.B.T.E. Report Calls for Immediate Action 


T the very time when it is the 
. Government’s policy to encourage 
home-ownership, and when the house- 
building industry has the capacity to 
meet the growing public demand, there 
is a rapidly deteriorating supply of 
that one essential commodity — land 
scheduled for house-building—accord- 
ing to a report prepared by a Working 
Party of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers and recently 
submitted to Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and _ Local 
Government. 

“If evidence is required to support this 
statement,” say the Working Party in their 
report, “there is no need to look further 
than the unprecedented sums now being 
paid at auctions for any land for building 
where there is the slightest prospect of 
planning permission forthcoming. Eight, 
ten and even fifteen thousand pounds are 
being paid for an acre of land near even 
moderately prosperous industrial towns: 
plot costs of £800 without road, sewer and 
other services are not unusual even where 
eight to 10 houses per acre are being built. 
In some areas land scheduled for house- 
building has ceased to exist. 

“ Nor is there any sign that the demand 
for houses and consequently the demand 
for land will subside. We believe it to be 
no exaggeration to describe the present 
situation as one of crisis demanding imme- 
diate action, not for the selfish interests of 
house-builders but for the community at 
large—and in fact to safeguard the avowed 
policy of the present Government.” 

The Working Party state that the effec- 
tive long-term solution requires a complete 
re-appraisal of land use between the many, 
often conflicting, demands for it. They 
continue: 

Such a re-appraisal itself calls for con- 
siderable research and will not be forth- 
coming quickly. It should, however, be 
put into effect immediately if there is to 
be any hope of avoiding continually re- 
curring crises. 


Short-term Proposals 


In the meantime short-term measures 
which can be put into effect under the 
existing system of planning control are 
necessary to relieve the present critical 
situation. Since it is the shortage of land 
allocated for housing which is responsible 
for this situation the only effective remedy 
is the immediate revision of development 
plans. It will be too late to wait till the 
second review of development plans for an 
increased allocation of land for housing. 
Less than half the planning authorities have 
as yet submitted their first five yearly 
reviews and indeed some authorities are 
not due to do so for some years. 

It is accordingly suggested that all plan- 
ning authorities should be advised to re- 
examine immediately the housing situation 
in their area with a view to zoning addi- 
tional areas of land for housing at the 
earliest possible date and that the con- 
sideration of such amendments to develop- 
ment plans should be given priority at the 
Ministry. 

It is appreciated that this may appear to 
involve an increase in the work falling 
on planning authorities and the Ministry, 
but this would be offset by the decline in 
the planning applications and appeals to 
build on land not zoned for building and 
by the reduction in the danger to proper 
planning involved in day-to-day decisions 
as to whether housing can be permitted in 
unzoned areas. 

To ensure that the best possible use is 
made both of any land already allocated 
and not yet developed for housing and of 


new land released for housing it is also 
suggested that great care should be taken 
to avoid imposing density standards that 
do not permit the most satisfactory and 
economic use of the land. 

In addition there are a number of sup- 
plementary measures outlined below which 
might to some small extent assist in easing 
the situation until long-term measures be- 
come effective. 


Second Stage Development 


When development plans were submitted 
planning authorities were asked to distin- 
guish between development likely to take 
place in the first years of the 20-year period 
covered by the plan, and subsequently. 

It is suggested that local planning 
authorities should be advised that, where 
this has not already been done, land zoned 
for housing but reserved for second stage 
development should, if suitable, be made 
available immediately. 


Land Held by Local 


In 1952 and subsequently the Ministry 
of Housing advised local authorities against 
securing land owned by house-builders for 
development. There have, however, been 
instances where land owned by house- 
builders has subsequently been acquired 
compulsorily. 

Prudent house-builders naturally prefer 
to have planning permission before com- 
pleting negotiations to buy land. Un- 
fortunately application for planning 
permission draws attention to the fact that 
certain areas of land are available and 
there have been complaints that such 
applications have been followed by 
immediate action by local authorities to 
acquire the land compulsorily. 

Some of the land allocated for housing 
may be in the possession of local authori- 
ties who have bought ig by agreement or 
compulsion, but have not developed it. 

It is suggested that local authorities: 

(a) be asked not to acquire compulsorily 

land which builders are in the course 
of negotiating to purchase and for 
which they have sought planning 
permission; 

(b) be reminded not to acquire land held 

by house-builders for development; 

(c) be recommended to sell land which 

they hold for housing and have no 
plans to develop in the reasonably 
near future to house-builders who 
are prepared to build houses im- 
mediately. 


Green Belt 


The need for green belts round indus- 
trial areas is not disputed, but some areas 
have been included in a green belt merely 
because they were odd pieces of land that 
happened not to have been built on when 
the first planning map was drawn up. It 
has, for example, happened that the de- 
velopment of land having the necessary 
services and approved after the introduc- 
tion of the 1947 Act as suitable housing, 
had to be deferred because of the diffi- 
culty of obtaining building licences. This 
land has since been included in a green 
belt and permission to build houses 
refused. 

While it is agreed that any substantial 
outward extension of existing towns and 
villages in green belts should in general 
be discouraged, it is pointed out that they 
are unlikely to survive as healthy living 
communities unless a certain amount of 
new building is allowed to prevent obso- 
lescence and cater for the natural increase 
in population. 

It is suggested: 

(a) that more favourable consideration 


Authorities 


should be given to applications to 
build houses on the fringes of green 
belts where the land is suitable for 
building and not an essential part 
of the green belt and the necessary 
services are available; 

(b) that more latitude might be allowed 


on infilling existing villages and 
towns in green belts. 
Redevelopment 
Local planning authorities have the 


power to define areas as comprehensive 
development areas. Local authorities may 
acquire such land compulsorily, clear it 
and develop it themselves or, after clear- 
ance, Offer the land to private enterprise 
for sale or lease. Where it is intended 
that these comprehensive development 
areas should include residential areas, 
private enterprise is willing and able to 
participate in redevelopment projects, 

It is suggested that where local authori- 
ties do acquire land for comprehensive 
redevelopment including housing, a greater 
opportunity should be given to house- 
builders to participate. 

We appreciate that some of our sug- 
gestions might conflict with the original 
conceptions of those responsible for draw- 
ing up the development plans; we also 
appreciate that some conflict at present 
exists between planning authorities them- 
selves. With an impending crisis it is 
necessary however to face facts. In doing 
so we believe that we are voicing the 
opinion not only of the house-building 
industry but also of a very large section 
of the community who are progressively 
finding it more difficult to buy a home 
of their own. 


3,500,000 TONS LESS OPENCAST 
COAL IN 1959 


The National Coal Board’s policy of 
running down opencast contracts as 
quickly as existing contracts permit re- 
sulted in an opencast output in 1959 of 
10,800,000 tons or 3,500,000 tons less than 
in 1958. Profits fell from £8.2m. to £3.9m. 

The Board state in their recently pub- 
lished annual report that while the loss of 
profit was severe the effect on the deep 
mines of fall in demand was lessended. 

Nine new shafts were completed in 1959 
bringing the total sunk since vesting date 
to 44. Work was in progress on 14 new 
shafts, and a further 16 shafts were being 
deepened or widened. Total shaft sinking 
completed by the Board by the end of 1959 
amounted to 79,500ft. in depth, and 
15,700ft. remained to be sunk in shafts 
under construction. 

The two shafts at Parkside colliery, com- 
pleted early in 1959, were sunk at the 
highest rate ever recorded in Great Britain. 
The average speeds of sinking were 172ft. 
and 167.7ft. a month. Over a depth of 
1,800ft. each shaft was excavated at aver- 
age speeds of over 245ft. a month. 

Tunnelling has also improved, due to 
better training of labour, the application 
of method study techniques, and better 
methods of mechanical tunnelling. The 
fastest rate of advance up to the end of 
1958 (64yd. in one week at Tower Colliery 
in the South Western Division) was ex- 
ceeded at three tunnels in 1959. An ad- 
vance of 107yd. in seven days was attained 
in 1959 at Bank Hall Colliery in North 
Western Division. ; 

Capital expenditure by the Board in 1959 
amounted to £112m., £8m. more than in 
1958. Of this, £100m. was spent on col- 
lieries and the rest on ancillary activities. 
Expenditure on major colliery schemes 
accounted for £63m. 
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A LAWYER CONSIDERS... 


The Meaning of ‘“ Hand-Rails’’ — Water Charges 


a” interesting case in the Court of 
Appeal, Corn v Weir’s Glass, etc., 
Ltd. [(1960) 2 All E.R. 300], has just been 
reported and concerns the interpretation 
of the Building (Safety, Health and 
Welfare) Regulations. 

The facts were that a glazier, C, was 
coming down the stairs of a building in 
the course of erection carrying a sheet 
of plate glass 5ft. by 2ft. 6in. He was 
holding it in the crook of his right arm 
and using his left arm to steady it. The 
stairs were 5ft. 6in. wide in two flights with 
a half-landing in between. The upper flight 
was open to the hall below on one side 
but hugged the wall on the other; the 
lower flight was of seven stairs set at an 
angle to the wall and was thus open on 
both sides; no rail at all was fitted on these 
two flights of stairs. When C got to the 
half-landing he nearly fell but when he 
started to descend the lower flight a gust 
of wind from an open window above the 
landing caught the glass and upset C’s 
balance. He fell from the fourth or fifth 
stair up, a distance of some two or three 
feet, and was injured. He sued his em- 
ployers for breach of their statutory duty 
under the Building Safety Regulations. 

By Regulation 27 (1) it is laid down 
that, “Stairs shall be provided throughout 
their length with hand-rails or other effi- 
cient means to prevent the fall of persons 
except for the time and to the extent 
necessary for the access of persons or the 
movement of materials. If necessary to 
prevent danger to any person the hand- 
rails shall be continued beyond the ends 
of the stairs.” The Court of Appeal had 
little difficulty in finding that the employers 
were in breach of this Regulation. The 
only way they could have avoided this 
finding would have been to show that 
the absence of a hand-rail was reasonably 
necessary as a practical matter to get 
materials and/or men up and down the 
stairs. The evidence did not support such 
an argument and the Court of Appeal could 
not see that the presence of hand-rails 
would have created any practical difficulty 
for skilled men carrying equipment, etc., 
upstairs. 

The contractors, admitting their breach, 
then argued that this breach was not the 
cause of C’s fall. In other words, they 
were saying that even if they had com- 
plied with this Regulation such compliance 
would not have prevented C’s fall. To 
combat this defence C’s counsel referred 
to Regulation 27 (2). This states that 
“guard-rails of adequate strength” must 
be provided on all gangways, runs and 
stairs down to a height 6ft. 6in. from the 
floor or ground. Now of course the con- 
tractors had not provided guard-rails but 
as the place from which C fell was less 
than 6ft. 6in. from the ground there was 
no obligation on the contractors to have 
provided guard-rails on that portion of 
the stairs. C’s counsel then tried to argue 
that, while undoubtedly under Regulation 
27 (1) a hand-rail ought to have been pro- 
vided for the whole length of the stairs, 
then the hand-rail must be in lieu of a 
guard-rail for that portion where the pro- 
vision of guard-rails is not obligatory, i.e., 
where the fall is less than 6ft. 6in. 

The Court then investigated the meaning 
of “hand-rails” and “guard-rails” in this 
Regulation. In their view “guard-rails” 
means “rails of such a character as will 
provide a physical barrier against the pos- 
sibility of falling over the side’ and more- 
over Regulation 27 (2) clearly contemplates 
several guard-rails for it refers in sub- 
paragraph (b) to the “lowest” guard-rail. 
They then considered the meaning of 
“hand-rails” : “A hand-rail—which is not 
reguired by Regulation 27 (1) to be of any 
particular strength—connotes to my mind 
a rail that can be gripped by hand. Such 
a rail need not necessarily act as a physical 
barrier; it need only be such a rail as 


will enable any person, by gripping it, to 
steady himself against falling. There is 
no requirement that the hand-rail pre- 
scribed shall be fixed on the open side of 
the stairs.” These being the meanings 
the Court gave to the two types of rails, 
they therefore felt that, in the Building 
Safety Regulations, there was a substantial 
difference between the two; indeed if a 
hand-rail had been intended to serve the 
same purpose as a guard-rail Regulation 
27 (2) need not have been worded to 
cover stairs since Regulation 27 (1) would 
alone have been sufficient. Moreover the 
Court was not to be persuaded to alter 
its view that the two types of rail referred 
to were essentially different by reference 
to the Factories Act, 1937, $.25 (2) which 
might seem to lend support to the opposite 
view; on the wording of the Regulations 
the Court was clear that the two types of 
rail were different. 

Having decided, therefore, that the only 
obligation on the contractors was to pro- 
vide a hand-rail on the portion of the stairs 
where C fell, it became clear on the facts 
that even if such a hand-rail had been 
provided C would still have fallen; after 
all he had no free hand with which to 
grasp a hand-rail. Only if hand-rail meant 
the same as guard-rail would C’s fall have 
been prevented by compliance with the 
Regulations; but the Court of course had 
decided against this. C’s claim therefore 
failed; his accident was not the result of 
the contractors’ breach of the Regulations. 

Two other points of interest emerge 
from the Court’s judgments in this case. 
C’s counsel argued that under Regulation 
27 (1) the employer must provide a hand- 
rail “or other efficient means to prevent 
the fall of persons” and that these latter 
words imposed a duty on the employers 
to fit something which would prevent a 
fall like C’s. The Court, however, applied 
the rule of interpretation know as the 
“eiusdem generis rule” to these words, that 
is they said the words must be construed 
by reference to the meaning of hand-rails 
and the words therefore meant “neither 
more nor less than some form of alterna- 
tive device that will serve in lieu of a 
hand-rail . . . something that will prevent 
a fall in the same way and to the like 
extent as a hand-rail would.” As this 
method of drafting is fairly common in 
the Regulations it is important for con- 
tractors to know the sort of meaning that 
Courts will be likely to put on words like 
the ones quoted and considered in this 
case. 

The other point of interest concerns 
some comments by Lord Justice Devlin 
whose opinions alway carry great weight. 
He agreed that in this type of case, where 
the employee is alleging a breach of 
statutory duty, the employee has to show 
that on balance of probabilities the breach 
of duty caused or materially contributed 
to his injury. In other words the employee 
has to show that “if before the accident 
the regulation had been complied with 
his injury probably would not have 
occurred.” The Lord Justice then went 
on to add that if there were, as is quite 
usual, more ways than one of complying 
with a regulation it is not open to the 
employer in defending a claim to say that 
he would have, or had in fact, chosen 
a method of compliance which would not 
have saved the employee from the accident 
which has occurred; he must choose, or 
will be held to be under an obligation to 
choose, that method of complying with a 
regulation which “gives the greatest pro- 
tection and benefit to his workmen.” On 
this case however Lord Justice Devlin 
was satisfied that however the employers 
had complied with Regulation 27 (1) this 
accident would still have occurred. 


NE of the minor, but annoying, irrita- 
tions of contracting, especially for 
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those whose business is fairly widespread, 
is the lack of uniformity in the basis of 
charging for water used in constructional 
contracts. Of course it is realised that 
for some water undertakings the cost of 
supplying water must be greater than for 
other undertakings because of insuperable 
natural differences and difficulties. Even 
allowing for this, there still remains an 
astonishing variety in methods. of 
charging: some undertakings refuse a 
metered supply, other will grant it on 
request; some refuse to omit dry trades 
when charging on contract value, others 
make some allowance; some charge a flat 
rate per house, others attempt to equate 
charges to actual consumption. This 
variety also extends to the actual charges 
made and meter rates and contract value 
rates vary well beyond what might be 
expected from differences in the basic cost 
of producing a supply of water. 

It is therefore good news that the whole 
question of water charges is to be reviewed 
by a sub-committee of the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government's Central 
Advisory Water Committee. It is hoped 
that the construction industries will supply 
evidence and try to obtain, as a minimum 
requirement, that a metered supply must 
be granted if the contractor so requests 
subject, if necessary to protect the water 
undertaking, to a minimum consumption 
charge. 

However, in the nature of government 
inquiries, any such desirable changes must 
take time. But few contractors seem to 
realise that they can do something now to 
combat unfair charges. By the Water 
Act, 1945, S.27, water undertakers must 
grant to non-domestic users in their area 
a supply of water “on reasonable terms 
and conditions.” If the terms and condi- 
tions on which water is to be supplied 
seem to a contractor to be unreasonable 
he has the right to appeal to the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government. The 
Minister cannot, and this is most im- 
portant, hear any appeal after a contract 
for a supply of water has been entered 
into with a water undertaking; he cannot 
adjudicate on contract terms that are 
legally binding. Contractors must there- 
fore appeal before making a firm contract 
for water to be supplied. Of course, if 
the supply is needed urgently, this course 
is not possible. But in these circumstances 
the contractor should enter into the con- 
tract but at the same time notify the water 
undertaking that he is doing so under 
protest at the charges and/or the condi- 
tions imposed by the undertaking. 

The actual appeal to the Minister needs 
to be no more than a letter from the con- 
tractor to the Ministry in Whitehall com- 
plaining that the charges and/or conditions 
imposed are unreasonable and stating that, 
if the contract has been entered into, it 
has been under protest at the charges and 
conditions. The Ministry will then get 
to work to investigate the matter. It is 
not thought that this investigation will 
cause very much work and upset to the 
contractor. If more contractors took 
advantage of S.27 there might well be a 
greater readiness on the part of some 
undertakings to meet contractors’ reason- 
able demands as to conditions and charges 
for water supply. 


SCOTTISH ROAD IMPROVEMENTS 


A total of 18 road schemes costing over 
£100,000 were started in Scotland during 
1959-60. Ten relating to trunk routes and 
a further eight affecting classified roads 
were started in the year ended Mach 31, 
1960, 

The target completion dates and details,

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CORNWALL WATER SCHEME COMPLETED 
Porth Reservoir to Contain 114,000,000 Gallons 


[ESIGNED to cope with the large 
summer population of Newquay, 
Cornwall, the completed Porth reservoir 
and its associated works were officially 
opened last week for The Newquay and 
District Water Comany. 

The scheme has included the construc- 
tion of the Porth reservoir itself; develop- 
ment of the Rialton treatment and pump- 
ing station to double the output; covering 
of the Coswarth service reservoir; and 
laying of a 12in. trunk main from Rialton 
to feed Coswarth. 

An unusual feature of the new works is 
the use of the existing stream between the 
dam and the treatment works to deliver 
water for purification. As the reservoir 
is more than a mile upstream of the works, 
the capital saving in the cost of a main to 
deliver the water to the works is consider- 
able. A further advantage is that the amount 
of compensation water which would other- 
wise have flowed to the sea has been more 
than halved. The compensation flow from 
the dam is 350,000 g.p.d., and downstream 
of the intake at the Rialton station it is 
120,000 g.p.d. The balance of 230,000 
g.p.d. can therefore, if necessary, be taken 
into supply. There is, in addition, a con- 
siderable build up in the stream flow be- 
tween the dam and the intake from springs 
in the bed of the stream. This water would 
have been lost had the flow from the reser- 
voir been piped. 

At the same time, minor adjustments in 
the distribution system in Newquay have 
been made to obtain the full benefits of 
the increased output from Rialton, and 
further adjustments will be made as found 
necessary when the plant is in full opera- 
tion. 

Dam Construction 


The dam for the Porth reservoir is situ- 
ated on the River Porth about three miles 
from Newquay and about one mile above 
the Rialton intake and treatment works. 
The catchment area draining to the reser- 
voir is about 5,500 acres, the water area of 
the reservoir at spillway level is 38.3 acres, 
and the capacity at that level is 114,000,000 
gallons. 





With a total length of 438ft. below 
ground, above ground the dam is 363ft. 
long, the spillway section being 131ft. in 
length. This spillway extends to a height 
of 30ft. above the river bed and the foot- 
way on either side is 5ft. 6in. above the 
spillway. 

The dam is founded generally on hard 


suitable foundation was exposed. Even at 
this depth the rock appeared to have a 
low shear resistance along the bedding 
planes and it was considered desirable to 
strengthen the rock. For this purpose holes 
were bored to a depth of 10ft. in the rock 
underlying the spillway section and about 
three tons of cement injected.

Soft excavation to an aver- 
age depth of 6ft. 6in. was removed to reveal

drilled into the rock to a depth of 40ft.

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CONSTRUCTIONAL WORK VALUED AT 
£500M. IN FIRST QUARTER 


New Orders Continue Upward Trend 


ONTRACTORS in Great Britain 
carried out constructional work 
to the value of £500m. during the first 
quarter of 1960, according to pro- 
visional figures collected by the Mini- 
stry of Works (see table below). This 
was £36m. more than in the same period 
last year, which, however, included the 
Easter holiday. There was little change 
compared with the fourth quarter of 
last year. 


The amount of work done on housing 
for public authorities fell but the upward 
trend in housing for private developers 
continued. There was virtually no change 
in the amount of work done (other than 
housing) for public authorities and work 
on industrial building remained steady. 


CONSTRUCTION IN 


Miscellaneous building fell for the first 
time for a year. 

In April employment (allowing for 
seasonal adjustments) was at about the 
same level as it reached at the end of 
last year. 

Orders for new work obtained by con- 
tractors in the first quarter of the year 
amounted to £478m., compared with 
£402m. in the corresponding period last 
year. The value of work coming forward 
for private developers has continued to 
rise; in particular orders for industrial 
building have increased considerably this 
quarter, Work, other than housing, for 
public authorities has also increased this 
quarter; the figures include a number of 
large jobs, notably contracts for railway 
electrification, the Bristol - Birmingham 
Motorway and the duplication of the 
Blackwall Tunnel.

The concrete of the dam was constructed 
in 11 sections, the spillway sections 
32ft. 9in. in length and the remainder 40ft. 
Joints between these sections were sealed 
by rubber expansion joints. 

Approximately 16 acres of the reser- 
voired area were wooded and the trees 
and growth were cleared to leave a 20ft 
margin should the water rise to 3ft. above 
the spillway level. 


Water Treatment 


At Rialton the existing building was ex- 
tended, incorporating a 100,000 gallon filter 
water tank under the floor, and the addi- 
tional filters were constructed between the 
new pump house and the sedimentation 
tank. Both old and new buildings, the 
former in brick and the latter in concrete 
block, were plastered externally and 
sprayed in Tyrolean finish to merge the old 
building with the new one. The intake 
in the river was reconstructed to give a 
backflow to the rough screens, and a self- 
acting dam gate maintains the height of 
water at the intake. A fish pass was also 
included in the intake works to the speci- 
fication of the Cornwall River Board, to- 
gether with the compensation water gauge. 


Treatment is by coagulation, with sedi- 
mentation and settlement in a horizontal 
flow sedimentation tank, followed by rapid 
gravity filtration. Provision is made for 
double coagulation with sodium aluminate 
in the event of a grossly discoloured crude 
water. The filters deliver into the clear 
water tank under the floor of the pump 
room, where the water receives lime treat- 
ment for final pH correction. Chlorina- 
tion of the crude water prior to filtration 
is supplemented as necessary by chlorina- 
tion of the filtrate. Low lift pumps deliver 
the crude water to the sedimentation tank, 
and the new high lift pumps consist of three 
Harland Electroglide vertical spindle 
pumps, each delivering 30,000 g.p.h. ap- 
proximately. 

The Coswarth service reservoir, capacity 
3,000,000 gallons, is an earth banked 
puddle-cored rectangular reservoir, with 
concrete over brick lining. This has been 
covered with a slab roof on precast rein- 
forced concrete beams and pillars. 

When the new 12in. trunk main was laid, 
it was decided to use Tyton jointed pipe, 
although a main as big as this had not 
previously been laid in Cornwall with this 
type of joint. This proved to be both 
satisfactory and economic in cost. 


In addition to the Porth works, some 
of the gravity stations in the Indian Queens 
area are being retained on grounds of 
economy, together with the Toldish station 
which provides a bulk supply to St. Austell 
R.D.C. The gravity supplies and surplus 
Toldish water will all be treated by pres- 
sure filtration and delivered direct to the 
Coswarth service reservoir.

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MAIN DRAINAGE OF BLACKPOOL 
£2,860,000 Improvement Scheme* 


7 the purpose of drainage, the 
borough of Blackpool is divided 
into five areas, namely the Northern, 
Gynn, Central, Eastern and Southern 
Areas. Drainage is generally by the 
combined system and the sewage is 
discharged to the sea on the ebb tide 
after screening. 

Five screening stations deal with the 
flow before discharge, and dry weather 
flow is all passed through drum screens 
having jin. diameter holes in the 
peripheral plates. Wet weather flow is 
screened by bar-screens which are 
mechanically raked. Screenings are dis- 
integrated, and are either removed by tank 
wagon to drying beds or returned to flow. 

Northern Area . 

The main trunk sewers which are 
6ft. 3in. by 6ft. 3in. and 8ft. 6in. by 8ft. 6in. 
discharge the combined dry weather flow 
and storm water of the area to a pumping 
and screening station at Anchorsholme. 

The Anchorsholme station can deal with 
a maximum flow of 165,000 gals./min. or 
435 cusecs. Drum and raking screens 
are provided, and the main pumping plant 
consists of five vertical spindle axial flow 
pumps. The station is situated beneath 
the Promenade. 

Discharge from the station can be 
effected in three ways—by gravity through 
the 42in. outfall (constructed 1936-1939 
and extending some 600yd.) by pumping 
through the same outfall, and by pumping 
on to the foreshore. This sequence of 
operations is used according to the volume 
of sewage to be dealt with and the level 
of the tide at the time. 

Schemes totalling £90,000 in value are 
in hand or projected, for providing branch 
sewers to serve extensive residential de- 
velopment which is taking place within 
this area. 

Gynn Area 


This is a small area, extending from 
Warbreck Hill in the East to Gynn Square 
in the West, and is bounded by the 
Northern and Central Areas. It is the 
only area capable of drainage by gravity 
at all states of the tide and pumping is 
not necessary. The run off is screened 
prior to discharge by two drum screens. 
The screening station, which is situated be- 
neath the Promenade, was completely re- 
constructed in 1953 by direct labour at 
a cost of £45,000. 

Work to the value of £16,000 is at 
present in hand in providing sewers to 
relieve local flooding in this area. 


Southern Area 


The main trunk sewer is 6ft. 9in. by 
5ft. 3in. and 7ft. 3in. by 7ft. 3in. dis- 
charging to Lennox Gate pumping station. 
The capacity of this station is 75,000 
gals./min, (200 cusecs.) and discharge is 
through a 66in. diameter rising main to 
a 6ft. by 4ft. 9in. culvert which in turn 
is connected to a tidal chamber and the 
48in. diameter sea outfall at Harrowside. 
Two other small pumping stations serve 
the area, The work carried out in the 
Southern Area between 1936 and 1939 cost 
in the region of £317,000. 

The sewers in the Southern Area have 
been extended post-war by the first sec- 
tion of a drainage scheme for Marton 
Moss, at a cost of £28,000. The second 
stage of this scheme has been approved 


by the Council at an estimated cost of 
£70,000.

Central and Eastern Areas 


These combined areas coved the older 
and more densely developed parts of the 
borough, and the drainage system has been 
in existence with very little improvement 
since the early part of the century. The 
watershed of the Central Area is to the 
west, and the outlet is through the pump- 
ing and screening station at Manchester 
Square. The watershed of the Eastern 
Area is towards Marton Mere in the east, 
and under the present system, up to 
6XD.W.F. drains against the natural 
watershed into the Central Area. Run off 
in excess of 6 D.W.F. is discharged via 
storm overflows to Marton Mere. 

Four pumping stations serve the area, 
the main one being at Manchester Square, 
and having a capacity of 288,000 gals./min. 
(770 cusecs.). 

Discharge to sea at Manchester Square 
is effected through two 36in. diameter out- 
falls which extend some 900yd. seawards. 

Extensive flooding has taken place in 
these areas over a number of years, and 
schemes have been approved for improving 
the drainage of these areas as follows:

The Eastern Area Scheme is at present 
under construction and the remaining 
schemes are at various stages of design. 

Eastern Area Scheme 

(a) Design Considerations. The basis of 
the design is to divide the existing trunk 
sewers into such lengths that they become 
adequate to deal with their associated 
drainage areas and to connect them to 
the new interceptor sewers. A carrier 
sewer is provided beneath Reads Avenue 
to convey the run of from the Eastern 
Area into the existing trunk sewers in the 
Central Area. 

In the first instance, it was considered 
satisfactory to calculate the run off from 
the Ministry of Health Standard Storm 
Curve. However, the occurrence during 
the past four years of five storms of in- 
tensity considerably in excess of the 
Ministry storm, caused second thoughts on 
this matter. 

After much consideration, it was de- 
cided that the trunk sewer should be de- 
signed to accommodate, when sey 





full, a storm of intensity equal to 
t+4 


inches/hour for times of concentration 


up to 20 minutes duration or 





t+22 

inches/hour for times over 20 minutes 

duration. This, it is considered, will 

guarantee unsurcharged conditions in the 

trunk sewers even during the heaviest of 
storms. 

The lengths of the trunk sewer are as 


follows:

(b) Form of Construction. Boreholes 
were taken along the proposed lines of 
the trunk sewers to ascertain the ground’s 


Suitability for tunnelling, and three work- 
ing shafts were sunk by direct labour to 
supplement the information obtained from 
the bores. The ground in the area is 
generally clay, containing pockets of water- 
bearing sand. 

The opportunity was taken in sinking 
the shafts to experiment with different 
forms of shaft construction. One shaft 
was sunk, using precast concrete bolted 
segments, and two using in-situ concrete 
cast in a suitable circular double shutter 
at ground level. The “in-situ concrete” 
shafts proved considerably cheaper to con- 
struct and were specified for the contract. 

A number of forms of tunnel construc- 
tion were considered in addition to pre- 
cast concrete bolted segments, The 
disadvantage of the bolted segments is 
the necessity to provide some form of 
scondary lining. Most of the other forms 
of construction had to be rejected how- 
ever, due to cost, or to the nature of the 
ground. One satisfactory alternative form 
of construction was, however, forth- 
coming, and that was a solid interlocking 
precast concrete segment. It was decided 
eventually to let contractors tender for 
the work on the basis of using either the 
solid interlocking segments or the standard 
bolted segments lined with 3in. in-situ 
concrete. 

(c) The Contract. Tenders were invited 
on a lump sum fixed-price basis from a 
selected list of contractors. The con- 
tract provides for variations; but these 
are taken into account additions or 
reductions to the contrg€t price, the bulk 
of the works not beingfsubject to measure- 
ment. 

The contract commenced December, 
1959, and the time for completion is 65 
tweeks. The contractor elected to use 
standard bolted segments for the 108in., 
96in. and 72in, diameter sewers, and the 
solid interlocking segments for the 54in, 
diameter sewers. 

It is anticipated that compressed air 
working will be necessary on the 108in. 
diameter sewer and on part of the 96in. 
diameter sewer. 






Central Area Scheme 


(a) Sewers. The same storm curve as 
that used for the Eastern Area has been 
adopted for calculating the run off.--As 
most of the work will be in town centre 
and at a reasonable depth, it is anticipated 
that the sewers will be constructed in 
tunnel. A ground exploration contract 
has just been completed to verify the 
suitability of the ground for tunnelling. 

(b) Pumping Stations. It is proposed 
that Rigby Road and Ansdell Road pump- 
ing stations be dispensed with and that 
Manchester Square pumping station be re- 
constructed as a dual level pumping station 
to deal with the total flow from the 
Central and Eastern Area. 

The existing pumping station at Man- 
chester Square is an underground struc- 
ture, part of which was constructed some 
50 or more years ago. This part of the 
station contains a pumping capacity of 400 
cusecs., i.e., five pumps operated by d.c. 
motors. Some of the plant is very old 
and the whole of this part of the station 
is obsolescent. An extension was con- 
structed in 1936 and this incorporated 
modern screening sections and further 
pumping capacity of 330 cusecs. 

It is proposed that the 1936 extension 
be retained entirely without alteration and 
the original part of the station be recon- 
astructed to provide for two additional 
screens and modern a.c. operated pump- 
ing plant. It is further proposed that an 
extension be constructed to deal with the 
low level flow and replace the Rigby Road 
and Ansdell Road stations. This will have 
its own screening plant and pumps.

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OPERATIVES’ PRESIDENT CRITICISES CIVIL 
ENGINEERING WAGE SETTLEMENT 


ANYTHING similar to the civil engi- 
neering industry’s wage settlement 
—whereby the 40 hours can be worked 
in 54 days—should not be agreed to 
by the building industry’s negotiators, 
Mr. J. H. Mills, president, told the 
recent annual conference of _ the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives. 

“The 40-hour 54-day week,” he said, 
“was an obligatory arrangement whereas 
the 40-hour 5-day week was a permissive 
one dependent entirely on the employer’s 
decision.” 

From this it could be seen that four 
hours could be worked on Saturday at ordi- 
nary time rate and the period noon to 
4 p.m. at time-and-a-half; whereas in a five- 
day week Saturday morning work for the 
first four hours carried time-and-a-half and 
thence double time. The rule was specific 
in its terms. It read “ the working hours 
in the industry shall generally be...” and 
then followed the prescription of 40 hours 
from Monday to Saturday. The rule went on 
“Tt shall be open to the employer to work 
a five-day working week... .” 

“Our task in the building industry 
to achieve a shorter working week con- 
tinues,” said Mr. Mills. ‘ A shorter work- 
ing week is fast becoming an established 
fact in industry generally and I can only 
regret that our industry is so far behind 
in its contribution to industrial progress, 
especially as we were in the vanguard with 
the 44-hour week when it was established 
in 1920. 

“This year,” he continued, “we shall 
arrive at a 44-hour uniform week through- 
out the country as a preliminary step. I 
hope the next step is not very far ahead; 
but for this the negotiators must rely on 
the support of the members and there can 
be no evidence of that support while there 
is an obvious predilection for overtime—as 
much of it as possible. It would, however, 
be wrong to mix the hours and wages 
issues. Each must be settled on its own

The reconstructed station which will be 
entirely underground will have a capacity 
of approximately 1,500 cusecs., almost 
double that of the present station. New 
underground public conveniences to re- 
place those situated above the existing 
pumping station and which are out-dated 
will be constructed adjacent to the new 
pumping station. It is anticipated that 
work on the conveniences will commence 
in the autumn and on the pumping station 
next year. 

(c) Outfalls. New outfalls are necessary 
due to the age and condition of the exist- 
ing ones and to reduce the number of 
times that discharge on to the foreshore 
takes place, It is proposed to limit discharge 
onto the foreshore to the two or three 
worst storms of each year. 

A marine survey is currently being 
carried out to determine the length of 
the outfalls and the period of discharge. 
Floats are being released at points half a 
mile, three-quarters of a mile and one mile 
from the sea wall along the line of the 
proposed outfalls, and their tracks plotted. 
It is considered that floats can be un- 
reliable, due to the effect of wind, and in 
order to be able to place a correct inter- 
pretation on the float results, measure- 
ments of the direction and speed of the 
underwater currents at 6ft. intervals of 
depth are simultaneously being taken. This 
is achieved by a simple device known as 
a “Jelly Air Bottle.” The apparatus con- 
sists of an infants feeding bottle of half- 
pint capacity made of heat resisting glass. 
It is six-sided and has a wide aperture 
neck and is closed by a threaded brass cap 


merits, but let us first consolidate the wages 
position.” 

Turning to the subject of accident pre- 
vention, the president stated that some 
progress had been made, chiefly by the 
promulgation of draft regulations in the 
construction industry as a whole, but far 
too numerous accidents and fatalities con- 
tinued to occur. 

““What we most earnestly desire,” he 
said, “‘ are regulations leaving the minimum 
number of escape loopholes, and this the 
present draft manifestly does not do. It 
would be a matter of argument whether or 
not loopholes are desirable where income 
tax payment is concerned but there should 
be no dispute whatever about the desir- 
ability of effective protection of life and 
limb.” 

He hoped that it might be possible in 
the future for the Trade Union and Labour 
Movement to establish a combined special 
department to deal with “this blot on our 
society ” and that consideration would also 
be given to the establishment of a special 
overriding department of Government to 
cover the whole field of accidents, indus- 
trial, domestic and road, not limited in 
its activities by Treasury control. 


Apprenticeships 


Mr. Mills said that he was sorry to 
state that the number of apprenticeships at 
the end of 1959 had declined by nearly 
3,400 compared with a _ year earlier, 
although the completion certificates issued 
in 1959 exceeded those issued in 1958 by 
380. Of the 12 classes listed in the 
National Joint Council’s annual report, 
only two trades showed a small increase 
over 1958, the plumbing trade having two 
more than the previous year and the 
glazing trade having four more. 

The Employers’ and Operatives’ Federa- 
tions were doing whatever was possible to 
encourage and develop apprenticeship, and 
he hoped that their combined efforts would 
prove justified before long. 

Mr. Mills said that his reference was to 


with an eye fixed to the exterior. One 
side of the bottle is graduated in ounces. 

The method of use is to pour into the 
bottle four ounces of hot gelatine solution 
and insert a simple compass, consisting 
of a graduated piece of metal which floats 
in the gelatine. The bottle is sealed and 
fastened to line and sinker by means of 
a polythene bracket and cod line at the 
required point to take the bottle to the 
desired depth. The line sinker and bottle 
are then lowered into the water from the 
anchored boat. The air in the bottle tends 
to make it rise vertically from its anchor- 
age but the current tends to pull it hori- 
zontally aand it takes up an angled 
position in the direction of the current. 
After 10 or 15 minutes the jelly sets and 
the bottle can be recovered. The direction 
of the current is indicated by the compass 
which has set in the jelly and the speed 
is determined from the angle at which 
the jelly has set. Bacteriological analyses 
of the sea water are being carried out by 
the medical officer of health over a 
lengthy period, and these will be exam- 
ined to attempt to establish a relationship 
between length of outfall, period of dis- 
charge and degree of pollution. 

It is anticipated that the above Central 
Area Drainage Scheme will be constructed 
during the next five years. 

Other works recently completed in the 
Central Area include a culvert at Rigby 
Road to relieve a bottleneck in the trunk 
sewers approaching Manchester Square, 
and the installation of standby generator 
at the Manchester Square pumping station. 

The culvert at Rigby Road is a re- 
inforced concrete box culvert 9ft. by 5ft. 
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indentured apprenticeship; the still sub- 
stantial portion of apprentices not inden- 
tured was a cause of anxiety to those who 
were seeking to end the unsatisfactory posi- 
tion. The latest Ministry of Works analysis 
showed that in 1959 43.5 per cent. were 
engaged under verbal agreement and 56.5 
per cent. under written indenture. There 
was, he though, room for a good bit of 
wholesale propaganda in this connection, 


CEMENT INDUSTRY’S 1959 
ACCIDENT REPORT 


In spite of an increase in the number of 
accidents in the cement industry during 
1959, the frequency rate remained the same 
as that for the preceding year. This is 
stated in the report for 1959 of the Acci- 
dent Prevention Advisory Committee of 
the Cement Makers’ Federation. 

The year 1958, says the report, had given 
the cement industry its best record to date 
for accident prevention, when the industry 
had almost achieved the frequency rate of 
1.00 which had been set as its first target. 
1959 looked in the first few months as if 
it were going to be better, but the results 
show another near miss, 1.01 again. There 
is no cause for reproach, for despite an 
increase of over 1,000,000 in the man- 
hours worked, the increase in the number 
of accidents, from 254 to 266, was not dis- 
proportionately large. 

In 1956 the total number of accidents 
in the industry was 410, giving a fre- 
quency rate of 1.45, and in 1957 there were 
332 accidents, the rate being 1.21. 


PARKING CONVENTION 


The Institution of Municipal Engineers 
are to hold a one-day convention on “The 
Problem of Car-parking” at the Caxton 
Hall, Westminster, on October 6, 1960. 
Mr, John Hay, M.P., Joint Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Transport, is to open 
the convention and address the delegates. 

It is also the intention to hold an exhi- 
bition of models of car parking schemes 
and other items of special interest simul- 
taneously with the convention, 


supported on 14in. diameter bored piles. 
The bottleneck in the system existed where 
two sewers passed under the railway 
bridge at Rigby Road and the new culvert 
had to be constructed between the bridge 
abutments with limited headroom. The 
cost of this work was £13,300. 

The installation of the standby generator 
at Manchester Square was brought about 
by the occurrence of two or three minor 
power failures over the past few years. 
The installation just completed at a cost 
of £2,500 automatically closes all the 
penstocks to the station and brings the 
lighting onto the standby supply in the 
event of a mains failure. The standby 
lighting is available within 15 seconds of 
the mains failure. This equipment will 
be retained in the reconstructed station. 


Further Drainage Considerations 


On completiqn of the Eastern and 
Central Area schemes, the borough will 
have a modern and adequate trunk sewer 
system. Further schemes will still be 
required to provide adequate branches for 
future development, and to relieve any 
remaining areas of flooding and these will 
be carried out as and when required. 

On the pumping station side the present 
nine stations will be reduced to Six. 
Manchester Square will eventually be the 
only manned station, and there will be 
five automatic stations—Anchorsholme, 
Lennox Gate, Gynn Square, Harrowside 
Bridge and South Park Drive. The five 
automatic stations will be connected by 
landline to Manchester Square and any 
fault developing at an automatic station 
will be indicated at Manchester Square.

I EW sea defence works to prevent 

both flooding and erosion, and 
consisting of a reinforced concrete 
stepped wall 4,600ft. in length, were 
inaugurated recently for Prestatyn 
Urban Council. 

Prestatyn is fully exposed to the Irish 
Sea, and the fetch of 100 miles allied to 
winds of gale force suggests a theoretical 
open sea wave height of l6ft. This de- 
creases on approaching the shelving fore- 
shore so that a height of 8ft. from trough 
to crest, or 5.8ft. above still water, is 
thought a reasonable maximum wave height 
for defence purposes. 

The consulting engineers recommended 
that the necessary protection should take 
the form of a reinforced concrete stepped 
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Construction in progress 


wall, founded on counterforts, and sur- 
mounted by a 20ft. wide slab with a wave 
wall on the landward side and a series of 
groynes. This type of design would effec- 
tively dissipate wave energy, and would 
afford good protection to the filling under 
and behind the wall. 

To obviate access difficulties, the wall 
was constructed simultaneously from either 
end. All operations had to be carefully 
phased with the tides, and about half the 
work had to be carried out tidally. This 
included driving the sheet piling and ex- 
cavating for and constructing the counter- 
forts, as well as placing and compacting, 
filling and constructing most of the wall. 

Drainage pipes through the toe beams 
overcame the problem of seepage pressures 
during the placing of blinding concrete 
under the wall. Another difficulty lay in

the setting-out, as the pegs tended to shift 
with movements of the beach. Therefore, 
when enough of the wall had been con- 
structed, the base lines at either end were 
transferred to the completed structure, 
giving a final error of 24in. in the 4,600ft. 
length, which was rectified by adjusting 
10 bay lengths by }in. each. 

An average labour force of 70 men was 
employed, and during the contract 20,500 
cu. yd. of concrete, 430 tons of steel sheet 
piling and 475 tons of mild steel rein- 
forcement were incorporated in the works. 
The approximate cost of the complete 
scheme was £280,000.

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RESEARCH INTO SLUDGE DISPOSAL 
PROBLEMS URGENT, SAYS PRESIDENT 


DELIVERING his presidential ad- 
dress at the annual conference of 
the Institute of Sewage Purification 
in Scarborough on Tuesday, Mr. 
M. ARNOLD KERSHAW, F.CS., 
F.Inst.P.H.E., said that perhaps no- 
where was research more needed than 
into the problems of sludge disposal. 
He had been led to the conclusion that 
in some measure there had been a 
failure to the community in neglecting 
to tackle in a purposeful manner the 
question of the complete treatment and 
economic disposal of sludge. Sewage, 
even with industrial wastes, could now 
be treated to almost any degree re- 
quired, but this very success had aggra- 
vated the already difficult problem of 
complete sludge disposal. 

He criticised the common statement, in 
describing sewage works, of “sludge dis- 
posal by drying beds.” That was not a 
method of sludge disposal but only a stage. 
The only complete disposal was the distri- 
bution direct to land of digested sludge 
as a manure, but he admitted that many 
difficulties were to be encountered in its 
use. 


Serious Difficulties 


Land was daily becoming more scarce, 
and he deplored that in remodelling sewage 
works land held for that purpose had often 
been disposed of for other uses. That 
policy was short-sighted, and he suggested 
that a review of the general position con- 
cerning sludge disposal would reveal that 
very few sewage treatment departments 
could truthfully claim that their sludge 
disposal facilities were satisfactory. Many 
new plants had, from their commencing 
operation, been faced with serious difficul- 
ties relating to sludge disposal, and it was 
fundamentally wrong to accept this as a 
perpetual problem. 

He then reviewed the present methods of 
sludge disposal available, and concluded 
by stating that the need for large-scale 
research into the problem was urgent, for 
if rivers were to become wholesome at all 
times greater quantities of polluting matter 
must be removed from the waste waters 


reaching them, and that matter, as sludge, 
must be disposed of satisfactorily. 

Mr. Kershaw opened his address with a 
tribute to the pioneering spirit of the men 
who, in 1901, founded the Association of 
Managers of Sewage Disposal Works and 
forced to the public notice the importance 
of sewage treatment as an integral part 
of the public health service. That Associa- 
tion, since 1932 the Institute of Sewage 
Purification, was now fully recognised as a 
leading authority on all problems of sewage 
and trade effluent treatment. 

Concerning trade effluents he referred to 
the guidance and assistance members had 
provided to local authorities in solving the 
many problems arising from the introduc- 
tion of new industrial processes. He re- 
garded the formation of the Trade 
Effluents Sub-committee of the Central 
Water Advisory Committee as the most 
important step forward in this field since 
the war, and said its recommendations, if 
acted upon, would establish a great ad- 
vance in the effective control of industrial 
effluents. 


Importance of Management Training 


Mr. Kershaw spoke of the need for the 
adequate training of younger members in 
management in addition to the technical 
side of sewage treatment, and welcomed 
the inclusion in the Institute’s examina- 
tion syllabus of a section on that subject. 
Such a broad subject as sewage treat- 
ment required managers of works to have 
a breadth of vision, and local authorities 
would be best served by such managers in 
complete charge of their departments, res- 
ponsible directly to the councils. And, in 
discussing training, he advocated the 
spending by design engineers of at least 
a year working on a sewage works, learn- 
ing the operational duties: that should 
lead to future works being designed in a 
more trouble-free manner. 

Finally, in heralding the 60th year of the 
Institute's life, he welcomed the broaden- 
ing of membership to encompass all those 
in many different professions who were in 
their various ways concerned with the 
focal point of all the Institute’s activities 
the protection of the rivers of this country 
from pollution. 





HOUSING DENSITIES EXAMINED AT 
BUILDING RESEARCH STATION 


HE first in a new series of Tropical 

Building Studies* contains important 
results of an investigation into housing 
densities by the Building Research Station’s 
Tropical Building Section. 

Although aimed primarily at those con- 
cerned with housing overseas, it is also of 
value to town planners, architects and 
builders in the United Kingdom. 

In studying the problem of housing den- 
sities, the research workers have set out 
to provide a better understanding of its 
significance in the physical development 
of a community. They stress the import- 
ance of dissociating population density 
from the quality of living conditions, and 
point out that while bad living conditions 
can result from lack of light, air and sun- 
shine or from overcrowding in terms of 
physical closeness, they do not necessarily 
follow simply because people live in dense 
conditions. 

“For example,” states the report, “ the 
high densities of 1,500 persons per acre 
and upward in Hong Kong’s new housing 
developments may not be ideal; but in the 
harsh light of local circumstances they 
represent, because of the use of multi- 


’ 


storey buildings, a much better environ- 
ment for living than the saualid slum of 
congested shacks they replace.” 

The report does not recommend stan- 
dards. It does, however, provide a tool 
with the aid of which better decisions on 
local standards can be made. It contains 
a wide range of data, including tables, 
graphs and diagrams, showing the effect 
on housing area densities of variations in 
any one or more of the different basic 
factors involved. It also includes a selec- 
tion of photographs, illustrating many 
different types of housing area. 

The primary object of the new Tropical 
Building Studies series is to provide a 
more widely available source of informa- 
tion on matters of technical interest to 
those concerned with the many aspects of 
building in tropical and _ sub-tropical 
countries. Mr. P. H. M. Stevens, A.R.I.B.A., 
A.M.T.P.I., author of the first study, is 
now Town and Country Planning Officer to 
the Government of Barbados.

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MARKET VALUES OF LAND 
AT “RIDICULOUS LEVELS” 


F.M.B. Annual Report 


“WV HILE the desire of many county 

planning authorities to preserve 
their Green Belt areas and to control 
new housing development and building 
generally is fully appreciated, the prac- 
tical issues which builders and their 
potential clients have to face are also 
considerations of urgent importance,” 
state the National Council of the 
Federation of Master Builders in their 
annual report for 1959. 

“So long as houses and other buildings 
are required, land must be made available,” 
say the council. ‘“ Already, owing to the 
refusal of planning permissions and to 
delays in the granting of permissions, 
market values of land have risen to ridi- 
culous levels.” 

In their review of the past year the coun- 
cil state that requirements for firm-prices 
for building works became general, and 
resulted in a considerable easement in the 
preparation of accounts. However, with 
the renewal of increased wage claims and 
subsequent awards, they have requested 
the authorities concerned to reconsider a 
price fluctuation clause relative to labour 
costs. 

Direct Labour 

On the subject of direct labour the 
council draw attention to an upward trend 
in some parts of the country, saying: “ It 
is evident that political factors influence 
the operation of direct labour forces; it is 
our contention that local authorities should 
not be permitted to trade in competition 
with free enterprise, particularly since ex- 
perience shows that such tenders as the 
local authority puts in for its direct labour 
force are never carrying a fair or appro- 
priate share of overhead expenses.” 

Apprenticeship 

Reporting a “ useful increase in the in- 
denturing of apprentices under the indus- 
try’s schemes during the last period re- 
viewed,” the council say _ that this 
undoubtedly reflects a greater measure of 
confidence on the part of employers who, 
at present, have full programmes of work 
in prospect. 

The latter factor, they add, is of vital 
importance to the whole question of train- 
ing young craftsmen, and in particular for 
the medium sized and smaller firms who 
undertake the larger burden in this respect. 

Annual Luncheon 

Preceding their annual general meeting 
in London last week, the Federation held 
their annual luncheon under the chairman- 
ship of vice-president, Mr. R. W. Ricketts, 
J.P. 

The guest speaker was Lord Balfour of 
Inchrye, member of the board of British 
European Airways, who said that civil avia- 
tion and the building industry had certain 
things in common. They both needed to 
go up in the air and neither went up 
enough to meet the public needs. 

“The sky’s the limit” was a slogan for 
civil aviation. It must soon be the slogan 
for the building industry. Many people 
flew because roads were congested and 
slow, but the plight of the building industry 
was worse. Many people had to live up 
high because there was no room for them 
to live on the ground. 

He spoke of the country becoming a 
land starved community and suggested 
that the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government must “ move imaginatively in 
sweeping away great hunks of present 
governmental and local government restric- 
tions on high-building.” 

Mr. T. Riley, president of the Federa- 
tion’s north-west region, responded.

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NORTHAMPTON BUILDING DESIGNED FOR 
BANK CLEARING DEPARTMENT 


“ premises to handle branch 
clearing, and designed to provide 
flexibility, were opened last week at 
Dallington Fields, Northampton, for 
Barclays Bank, Ltd. 

Situated on the boundary between a new 
housing estate and an area of modern 
factory development, with a consequent 
good combination of amenity and public 
services, the premises consist of a two- 
storey entrance pavilion, a_ three-storey 
office block, a_ single-storey link block 
canteen, a single-storey kitchen and garage 
block and a two-storey caretaker’s house, 
with a total superficial area of 27,200 sq. ft. 

The two-storey entrance pavilion, com- 
prising manager’s office, secretary’s and 
receptionist’s offices, and waiting space, 
is entered by precast terrazzo open tread 
staircase with balustrade over an orna- 
mental fish pond and fountain. This build- 
ing is of load-bearing brick construction 
faced in red brick facings with reinforced

and roof are of ribbed reinforced concrete 
construction with expanded metal coffers, 
the latter covered with asphalt and finished 
with Derbyshire spar. 

Windows are of metal frame construc- 
tion, and staircases, with the No. 1 
passenger lift, are finished with reinforced 
concrete terrazzo. Both ground and first 
floors have Burgess acoustic stone 
enamelled suspended tile ceilings, con- 
cealed fluorescent lighting and thermo- 
plastic patterned floor tiles. ; 


The lower ground floor, comprising 
storage space, boiler room, staff entrance, 
male and female toilets and locker space, 
supervisor’s office, rest room, coffee servery 
and recreational space, has various types of 
floor finishes including quarry tiles, ter- 
razzo, cork, hardwood strip flooring. Of 
load-bearing brick construction faced in 
Windsor hand-made grey facings, the 
penthouse has a timber joisted roof 
covered with wood-wool slabs and finished

concrete lower ground floor and hollow 
block suspended ground floor, and the 
steel-framed, timber-covered, pyramid- 
shaped roof is finished with Timinium. 
The lower ground floor has been utilised 
for fuel storage space and a cycle store, 
the whole being connected to the main 
office block at ground floor level by an 
in-situ concrete bridge with curtain walling 
and board Timinium roof.

Of reinforced concrete frame construc- 
tion, the main block, with a penthouse 
above, has solid brick walls faced to ground 
floor level in red facing bricks and above 
in Windsor hand-made grey facings. It 
has two main floors, each of them with 
5,450 sq. ft. of open space; these have 
been deliberately kept free of partitions, 
and supporting columns kept to a mini- 
mum, to ensure flexibility and free flow 
of work. 

Only one of the two floors is at present 
in use, and the other floor is ready to ac- 
commodate the branch credit clearing at 
later stage in the development of this 
separate service. 

The lower ground floor is of reinforced 
concrete and the ground floor of hollow 
block construction, while the first floor 


with Derbyshire spar built-up felt roofing 
and serves as a toilet block and tank 
house, 


Canteen and Kitchen 


The canteen is a single-storey brick 
building faced in red facings with metal 
windows, timber roof trusses, wood-wool 
slabs finished with Timinium, Unistone 
rilled acoustic boarded ceiling and thermo- 
plastic floor tiles. 

A kitchen and garage block comprises 
kitchen, wash-up, preparation rooms and 
stores, staff canteen, manageress’s office, 
three garages, changing rooms and toilets. 
It is of red facing brick construction with 
timber joisted roof covered in Derbyshire 
spar chippings. Floor finishings, depending 
on area, are thermoplastic tile, quarry tiles 
or granolithic concrete with a concrete 
trowelled finish to the garages. 

The caretaker’s three-bedroomed de- 
tached house is of traditional red brick 
construction with pitched roof covered 
with pantiles, dormer windows, board and 
joisted timber first floor, hardwood strip 
and thermoplastic ground floor, 

External brick walls throughout the 
whole construction are in Flying Flemish 
bond, and internal walls and ceilings 
generally are plastered and decorated in 


the contemporary manner in I.C.I. paint 
with wallpaper panels, Spreylux paint and 
white glazed wall tiling being used in the 
toilet, locker room and kitchen area. Win- 
dow surrounds are in precast reconstructed 
stone and the internal sills in precast 
terrazzo. 

Joinery is mainly in hardwood, special 
features being the use of hardwood curtain 
walling in the recreational space and the 
bridge connecting the entrance pavilion to 
the main block. The heating is by oil- 
fired boiler with radiatiors on all floors, 
and ventilation is provided to the lower 
ground floor locker rooms and to the 
dining room and kitchen areas.

COMPRESSED AIR SAFETY 
REGULATIONS 


Draft regulations, extending the scope 
of the Work in Compressed Air Special 
Regulations, 1958, have been published by 
by the Ministry of Labour (The Work in 
Compressed Air (Amendments) Regula- 
tions, 1960, H.M.S.O., price 2d.). 

By these draft regulations, the scope of 
the 1958 code, which at present is limited 
to work in compressed air carried out in 
works of engineering construction, will be 
extended to cover such work in any 
factory, premises, processes, operations or 
places to which the Factories Act, 1937, 
applies.

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INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS 
ON PRECAST CONCRETE 


HE Third International Congress of the 
Precast Concrete Industry was held 
recently in Stockholm, when a thousand 
participants from 20 different countries, in- 
cluding Britain, attended. 

Director E. Tunhammar, Sweden, presi- 
dent of the Congress, presided at the open- 
ing in the St. Erik’s Hall in the presence 
of members of the Government, representa- 
tives of the authorities and different 
branches of industry. 

The first working day started with a 
series of scientific reports and lectures on 
the shrinkage of concrete. Professor 
George Wastlund was chairman for this 
session, and the general report was sub- 
mitted by Austria. 

The rapid development in the field of 
plastics has caused scientists and research 
workers to investigate the possibilities of 
combining plastic material and concrete for 
the protection of concrete pipes against 
aggressive materials, and a Spanish report 
surveyed how far the work in this field had 
proceeded. The new developments in the 
application of vibration techniques in the 
precast concrete industry are of great prac- 
tical value, and details of these were con- 
tained in an interesting general report from 
the United Kingdom. 

The production of concrete units for 
building is naturally of particular interest 
at present and a general report on this 
subject was presented by Denmark. There 
were also reports on developments in the 
field of precast concrete construction which 
have been made in other countries. 

Exhibition 

The International Exhibition of the Pre- 
cast Concrete Industry—*BIM 60”— 
which is directly connected with the Inter- 
national Congress, covered an area of 
2,000 sq. metres in the St. Erik’s Hall and 
10,000 sq. metres on the exhibition area 
outside the Hall. 


R.L.B.A. PRESIDENT ATTACKS 
LAND SPECULATORS 


Opening the British Architects’ con- 
ference in Manchester last week the presi- 
dent of the R.I.B.A., Mr. Basil Spence, said: 

“Our land has become a casino for the 
speculators, who are now clamouring to 
build in the green belts that surround our 
cities—less, one suspects, because they 
really want to solve the housing problem, 
than because there is a fortune to be made 
if the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government can be persuaded (and I hope 
he never will be) to relax his defences. 

“Like the profiteers who corner the 
bread supply in a besieged city, the specu- 
lators are cornering the limited supply of 
building land in town and country and 
holding the community up to ransom. The 
money that should be going into better 
architecture and higher standards is being 
taken by people who have contributed 
nothing to the building process. 

“This has grown to the dimensions of a 
public scandal, and threatens to make good 
planning and city reconstruction prohibi- 
tively expensive. I sympathise with 
builders who find it increasingly difficult 
to build, but we must harness their skill 
and resources to the building of new towns 
and the renewal of old ones, and prevent 
the continued outward sprawl over the 
countryside.”

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MODERN BUS STATION 
COMPLETED AT CRAWLEY 


NEW bus station, with glass-fronted 
waiting room for passengers and 
modern inquiry offices for both London 
Transport and Southdown bus and 
coach services, has been opened at 
Three Bridges Road, Crawley, Sussex. 
The single-storey building, which forms 
the focal point of the station and has been 
designed to harmonise with the general 
atmosphere of the New Town, is faced in 
hand-made multi-coloured bricks with win- 
dow surrounds of slate. A special feature 
is the tea terrace paved in 2ft. by lft. 6in. 
grey-green slabs with tile insets. 

At the front of the building is a mono- 
pitched, timbered roof with cantilevered 
projecting “fingers” to form a covered 
entrance. This roof is surfaced with 24- 
gauge copper and the remainder of the 
building has flat roofs with clerestory lights 
to the kitchen area to give adequate venti- 
lation as well as light. The flat roofs are 
finished in jin. asphalt on “ Elasticell” 
screed on concrete. All copings are in 
slate. 

The building has an area of 3,000 sq. ft., 
and is laid out with flower beds, the ex- 
ternal publicity panel area being paved in 
beach cobbles. Inside, the walls of the 
public rooms have been finished in coloured 
plastic fabric applied to the plaster walls 
with an adhesive, and the floors finished 
with lino tiles, laid to pattern. In the 
kitchen and other working areas, cream 
glazed tiles have been used on the walls 
with 6in. by 6in, heather brown quarry tiles 
for the floors, 

In winter, the building will be heated 
by oil-fired automatic boilers, a similar 
smaller boiler being used for hot-water 
supplies the whole year round. Radiators 
are used in most rooms, but the glass 
window-wall of the tea bar and waiting 
room has floor-leve] skirting-type heating 
which produces a current of warm air over 
the glass and keeps the windows free from 
mist, 

The building was designed under the 
direction of Mr. T, R. Bilbow, F.R.I.B.A., 
architect, London Transport. Whyatt 
(Builders), Ltd., London, S.W.16, were the 
main contractors.

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FACTS BEHIND THE FIGURES 
Statistics on Construction 


An economist analyses the facts behind the figures in the 
“Statistics on Construction” booklet just published by the 


— post-war years have certainly 

been productive of statistics. They 
come in bewildering quantity and 
variety and, because so many agencies 
are responsible for collecting them, it 
is no easy task to find all the relevant 
statistics about any particular industry. 

Signal service has therefore been done 
by the Federation of Civil Engineering 
Contractors in bringing together in a slim 
volume of only 12 pages all the main 
statistics about the constructional indus- 
tries. These statistics, drawn from many 
sources, have been cleverly presented to 
bring out comparisons and underlying 
trends. A study of them will reward any- 
one concerned with the constructional in- 
dustries whether he be a contractor, a 
supplier of materials or plant or a Minister 
or Civil Servant in one of the Works De- 
partments, 


Output, Orders and Trends 


The first six tables in the booklet deal 
with output, orders and future trends. In 
1959 construction output rose six per cent. 
to a record £2,394m., although the labour 
force increased by only 1 or 2 per cent. 
New orders were also at a record level 
but the increase was centred in new hous- 
ing and to a lesser extent commercial 
building. 

In the case of public works and indus- 
trial construction, although orders in- 
creased they still fell substantially below 
output. Indeed, over the past three years 
industrial construction work in hand has 
been falling at the rate of £60m. a year so 
that the recent stimulus given to industrial 
investment has come not a moment too 
soon. Similarly, the order load for public 
works has fallen by £56m. over the past 
two years and these two factors undoub- 
tedly are largely responsible for the surplus 
capacity and the consequent highly com- 
petitive conditions in the civil engineering 
sector. 

Although housing has received the lion’s 
share of a recent construction boom, a 
comparison with pre-war yields a rather 
different picture. Taking 1954 constant 
prices, housing output has declined from 
£600m. to £500m. since 1938, but non- 
housing output has risen from £550m. to 
£850m. (all in round figures), The picture 
that emerges is that after the 1952-54 
housing boom it has been the non-housing 
sector that has been going ahead with in- 
creased expenditure on industrial construc- 
tion, power stations, roads, railways, public 
health services, schools, shops and com- 
mercial premises. The growth of construc- 
tion work for the distributive trades has 
possibly been the most spectacular of all, 
rising from £39m, to £227m. per annum in 
10 years. 

Labour Force 


The labour side of the constructional 
industries is dealt with in Tables 7-10. The 
contractors’ labour force at 1,060,000 has 
not yet reached the 1956 peak but has more 
than recovered from the effects of the 
credit and investment restrictions in 1958 
when 25,000 men had to be laid off. Here 
contractors have a legitimate cause for 
complaint in that the direct labour depart- 
ments were able to maintain their labour 
forces intact. It seems wrong that direct 
labour departments should be able to 
insulate themselves from the effects 
of national economic policies so that 
the whole burden is thrown upon the con- 
tractors. It is not without significance too 
that contractors achieve a net output per 
person employed over 30 per cent. higher 
than that achieved by direct labour. 


Federation of Civil Engineering Contractors 


A table analysing the contractors’ labour 
force by occupation shows the carpenters 
with 150,000 operatives as the biggest 
single craft group followed by the painters 
and bricklayers. Craftsmen account for 
over 600,000 of the total labour force, the 
other 400,000 being machine operators and 
other plus-rated men and labourers. 

Table 9 in the booklet reveals that 
weekly earnings in the constructional in- 
dustries have increased by 100 per cent. 
since 1948, thus outstripping the 55 per 
cent. rise in prices over that period. 

In 1959 the constructional industries, 
with 6.5 per cent. of the total civil employ- 
ment lost only 2.5 per cent. of the total 
number of working days lost due to in- 
dustrial disputes—a happy comment on 
the trouble-free atmosphere existing on 
most construction sites. 

The number of fatal accidents too fell in 
1959, but there were still by any standards 
far too many. 169 men lost their lives on 
building operations and a further 48 on 
works of engineering construction. 

Costs of construction work fell two 
points in 1959, and now stand at 13 per 
cent. above 1954 despite a 27 per cent. 
increase in wage rates over that period. 


Structure of Industries 


Tables 14 and 15 deal with the structure 
of the constructional industries. The 
1,000,000 operatives employed by contrac- 
tors are spread among a total of some 
64,000 firms (excluding “ one-man firms ”’). 
Of these firms, some 30,000 are general 
builders employing on average just over 
10 operatives each and another 30,000 are 
specialist trades also employing about 10 
operatives each. The remainder of the 
industry is made up of some 4,000 civil 
engineering contractors and building and 
civil engineering contractors employing on 
average 100 operatives each. There are 
only 310 general builders employing over 
100 men, of which only 10 employ over 
500 men, whereas in the case of civil engi- 
neering contractors and building and civil 
engineering contractors, 790 firms employ 
over 100 men and 130 employ over 500. 

By the very nature of construction work, 
with its unique range of operations spread 
over a large number of temporary sites, 
there seems little likelihood of the construc- 
tional industries ever becoming dominated 
by just a few large firms. There will 
always be a place for the small contractor 
who, with his local knowledge and lower 
overheads, should always prove competi- 
tive with the larger contractor for the small 
local job. There does, however, seem to 
be a tendency for the number of firms in 
the constructional industries to decrease 
and for the average size of firms to grow. 
The squeeze on the smaller firms can be 
seen from the fact that since 1951 nearly 
10,000 contractors, most of them small 
ones, have gone out of business together 
with nearly 13,000 one-man firms. 


Finance 


Total profits in the constructional indus- 
tries show a remarkably consistent pattern 
amounting (after statutory depreciation 
allowances) to some 6 per cent. ‘of the 
wages and salaries bill. Capital expendi- 
ture is on a distinctly rising trend, having 
increased by 70 per cent. in real terms 
since 1948. Most of the expenditure is on 
plant and machinery and half of that on 
earthmoving machinery. In 1958 (the last 
year for which figures are available) the 
constructional industries spent £34m. on 
plant and machinery, £13m. on vehicles and 
£10m. on works and buildings. 

Although over the years the turnover 


of the constructional industries has been 
increasing steadily, the amount of their 
bank advances had until 1958 remained 
surprisingly constant at £60m. or £70m. 
Then in 1959 it suddenly shot up to over 
£100m. This presumably makes some con- 
tractors particularly vulnerable to any 
tightening of the credit squeeze. 


The last two tables in the booklet deal 
with the financing of construction work. 
In the case of housing, the new emphasis 
on private enterprise housing is unmistak- 
able. The share of local authority finance 
has fallen from over 70 per cent. in 
1948 to just over 40 per cent in 1958, 
whereas the amount of privately financed 
housing has increased from 13 per cent. 
to 53 per cent. over the same period. 


In the case of non-housing construction, 
the figures are much more consistent. 
Persons and private companies account for 
nearly half the total finance and local 
authorities for a further quarter. Central 
government and public corporations be- 
tween them account for the rest, although 
the balance has shifted away from central 
government to public corporations.

“GET ON WITH BUILDING 
THE ROADS” 


The Minister of Transport knows that 
the real answer to crowded roads is 
modernisation on a_ scale not yet 
attempted, said Lord Derwent, chairman 
of the British Road Federation at the 
Federation’s annual general meeting held 
in London last week. 

“The theoretical perfection of maximum 
use from overloaded roads is one thing,” 
he stated, “but practical limits exist beyond 
which dislocation and extra cost to trade 
and industry far outweigh the marginal 
benefits of improved traffic flow. 

“One would have thought that a Govern- 
ment with five years to prove this would 
have driven ahead with new plans for 
motorways and other improvement works, 
but in fact we were at present freewheeling 
along on plans cast as long ago as 1957.” 

In an attack on suggestions that tolls 
should be levied on certain roads the 
B.R.F. chairman said: “What absolute 
nonsense this is.” Modern roads were an 
essential national asset. The road user, 
who already paid more than £600m. a year 
in taxation for the provision of community 
services, should not be called upon alone 
to pay the cost of roads. 

“One cannot but admire the audacity of 
the Treasury, sitting on a total tax income 
of some £5,000m. a year and claiming that 
something less than two per cent. of that 
sum is the limit of what can be found 
for road modernisation,” said Lord 
Derwent. 

The pity of it was that it was quite 
obvious that until the Treasury had worked 
the toll bug out of its system the Minister 
of Transport was going to be hamstrung 
with his road building programme. Mr. 
Marples deserved better treatment. 

The B.R.F. chairman made a call to 
local authorities to use their powers to 
earmark sites for off-street parking garages. 
He said that private enterprise, after all, 
could not be expected to negotiate if there 
was nothing to negotiate about. 
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SYNTHETIC DETERGENTS PROBLEM AT 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL WORKS 


PROGRESS towards the solution of more conclusive evidence awaited the more 


the synthetic detergents problem 
was the subject of a symposium pre- 
sented on Tuesday at the annual con- 
ference of the Institute of Sewage Puri- 
fication now being held at Scarborough. 

In the introductory Paper, Mr. A. Key, 
D.Sc., Ph.D., F.Inst.S.P., senior chemical 
inspector, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, stated that the symposium 
dealt with the problem as a whole, as it 
referred to detergent removal from sewage 
and the effects, such as foaming, on rivers. 

The existence of a problem was first 
recognised in 1948 in a symposium pre- 
sented to the North Eastern Branch of the 
Institute. Not long afterwards the prob- 
lem appeared, first a white foam on the 
aeration plants at sewage works, then at 
weirs of rivers and canal locks. 

Synthetic detergent usage trebled be- 
tween 1949 and 1953, and in the latter 
year the Jephcott Committee was set up 
by the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government. Following its report, a Stand- 
ing Technical Committee on Synthetic 
Detergents was appointed to advise and 
facilitate research on the problem. The 
research had followed a recommendation 
of the Jephcott Committee that “manufac- 
turers of household synthetic detergents 
should investigate the feasibility of pro- 
ducing efficient washing products based on 
materials which can be readily oxidised or 
eliminated, and will not cause persistent 
foaming, during sewage treatment by pre- 
sent available methods.” 

A new detergent had been developed, 
labelled JN which, while behaving identi- 
cally with the older type, labelled 
PT, as far as washing was con- 
cerned, seemed likely to be more easily 
removed by sewage treatment processes. 

Laboratory scale experiments confirmed 
this, and full scale trials were made at 
Luton and Harpenden (known as the Luton 
Experiment) where manufacturers attemp- 
ted to supply only the JN detergent. 

Broadly, this experiment had confirmed 
that JN was more oxidisable than PT, but 





complete replacement of PT. This work 
was proceeding. 


Manufacturers’ Contribution 


Mr. G. V. V. SQuiRE, B.Sc., F.R.I.C., of 
Thomas Hedley and Co., Ltd., Newcastle 
upon Tyne, in his Paper told of the manu- 
facturers’ part in the Luton Experiment. 
Although speaking of his own firm, the 
Paper indicated broadly the problems faced 
by all in manufacturing JN and organising 
its distribution in the Luton area. 

Having overcome the problems of pro- 
ducing the newer detergent free of the very 
similar older form, it was found necessary 
to manufacture far more than the theore- 
tical quantity required in order to achieve 
a full coverage at Luton. 

A first check on distribution showed a 
difficulty in supplying all brands, sizes and 
special offers all of the new formula. Stocks 
would, in some small shops, be on the 
shelves for a long time preventing the new 
formula material from reaching the con- 
sumer, while some stores were supplied by 
wholesalers from London and elsewhere 
who were not receiving the JN product. 

It was not possible to achieve more than 
a 75 per cent. coverage without converting 
production to the new type in the whole 
of the South of England. This was done 
in August, 1959, Other manufacturers had 
taken similar action, and it should shortly 
be possible to make a full assessment of the 
Luton Experiment, for almost 100 per cent. 
of the detergents used there would be of 
the JN type. 


Laboratory Experiments 


Mr. G. E. EDEN, B.Sc., F.R.1.C., and Mr. 
G. A. TRUESDALE, B.Sc., A.M. Inst.S.P., of 
the Water Pollution Research Labora- 
tory, Stevenage, gave details of the 
laboratory scale experiments carried 
out on percolating filters and acti- 
vated sludge plants using a _ deter- 
gent-free sewage to which was added in- 
creasing quantities of either the older, PT, 
detergent or the newer, JN. This showed 
that whereas only 67 per cent. or 68 per

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cent. of the older type was removed in 
these processes, over 93 per cent. of the 
newer type was removed. 

On the large scale trials (the Luton Ex. 
periment) samples of sewage and effluent 
from the sewage works were examined over 
two years beginning when only the PT 
type was present, up to February, 1960, 
when over 75 per cent. of the JN type was 
present in the sewage. 

Here some difficulties were encountered 
due to decomposition of the new material 
in the sample bottles, and the time sewage 
took to be treated at the works. 

However, it was shown that 79 per cent. 
of the newer, JN, detergent was removed, 
compared with about 60-65 per cent. of 
the older type. 

The results obtained indicated that with 
complete replacement of the PT with the 
JN product, up to 94 per cent. might be 
removed at the sewage works, leaving 
for discharge to river only about one-fifth 
of the June-July, 1958, values. 


Analytical Problems 


The “Analytical Problems in the Luton 
Experiment” were dealt with in the Paper 
by Mr. H. L. Botton, F.R.1LC., and Mr. 
P. J. Cooper, B.Sc., A.R.1.C., of the 
Laboratory of the Government Chemist. 
Dealing first with the determination 
of anionic detergents they described 
how Manoxol O.T. (sodium di-octyl sul- 
phosuccinate) was put forward as a stan- 
dard in terms of which all results could 
be expressed. 

Infra-red absorption showed promise of 
providing a means of determining the pro- 
portions of the PT and JN sulphonates in 
a mixture, and by using a grating spectro- 
meter, measurements of the ratio of ab- 
sorbances at 1,406cm. and 1,396cm. -1 
enabled them to determine the proportions 
of each with an accuracy of + 5 per cent. 
This method showed that in the early 
experimental work some of the later deter- 
gent was in fact contaminated by the ori- 
ginal product. 

The authors then described in detail the 
procedure of concentration by foaming, ex- 
traction and purification used prior to the 
determination of the proportions of the 
two detergents by infra-red absorption. 


M.W.B. Work 


Mr. C. HAMMERTON, B.Sc., F.R.IC., 
M.Inst.S.P., senior chemist, Metropolitan 
Water Board, gave in the final Paper details 
of the work carried out since 1954 by his 
Board on the regular weekly estimations 
of surface-active material in their river in- 
takes, with particular reference to the 
River Lee. 

These showed that in the River Lee at 
Hertingfordbury Park concentration of 
such material showed a significant reduc- 
tion following the Luton Experiment 
(235lb. per day in 1958, compared with 
161lb. per day in 1959), 

A similar reduction had been found at 
the Board’s intake at New Gauge. 


TRINIDAD TECHNICAL 
INSTITUTE CONTRACT 


The main block of the new Technical 
Institute in Port of Spain costing 
W.I. $1,174,846 (£244,759) is to be built 
for the Government of Trinidad and 
Tobago by Holland & Hannen and Cubitts 
(Trinidad), Ltd. 

The new L-shaped building will be in 
Wrightson Road on the west side of the 
Caribbean Medical Centre, and will house 
classrooms, practice rooms and an admini- 
Stration area. 

Part of the building will be two storeys 
and part three storeys high and there will 
be a 62ft. high clock tower. It will cover

LONDON OFFICE 
BLOCK 


YERGUSON HOUSE, a _ new six- 
storey office block with a gross 
area Of 66,996 sq. ft., has recently been 
completed on a site in Marylebone 
Road, London, N.W.1, by John Laing 
and Sons, Ltd., for occupation by British 
Plaster Board (Holdings), Ltd. 


Structurally the building has a reinforced 
concrete frame and is of flat slab con- 
struction with external facings of London 
stock bricks. It is faced on the ground 
floor in Empire stone, with granite slab 
panels beneath the metal windows. All 
windows on the road frontage have double 
glazing with pressed steel sub-linings. 

A reinforced concrete spine carries all 
the main services, including two 16-person 
high speed lifts running at 300ft. a minute, 
the ventilation, heating and _ electrical 
systems, and lavatories which are installed 
at mezzanine levels. 

Internally the building is finished to a 
high standard. The entrance hall has 
marble lined floors and walls, and the prin- 
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Ferguson House 


cipal staircase, which runs from the rear of 
the vestibule, is of precast terrazzo with 
tread and riser urtits in one. A secondary 
staircase located on the west side of the 
building is of granolithic with cerebos 
tiled insert treads. Flooring generally is 
of half inch Feltwood afzelia wood block. 

Walls and ceilings have been finished 
in the range of 31 different products of 
the member companies of the British 
Plaster Board group. Extensive use has also 
been made of the partition units produced 
by the group. 

Full central heating is provided through- 
out the building by low pressure hot water 
steel radiators located under each window 
fired by Potterton gas fired boilers located 
on the fifth floor. A mechanical ventila- 
tion system is provided for the board room 
suite on the third floor, executive dining 
room and staff restaurant and kitchen in 
the basement, and to lavatory blocks at 
mezzanine levels. Lighting is generally 
fluorescent throughout.

AMERICAN ROAD EXPERT SPEAKS IN LONDON 


TTYIME, rather than distance, is what 

counts to most people today. That is 
the view of Mr. Fred Burggraf, director of 
the U.S. Federal Government Highway Re- 
search Board, who presented a Paper to a 
British Road Federation meeting in London 
last week. 

Measured by time, he stated, United 
States urban motorways are cutting dis- 
tances in half for drivers using these roads. 
They are also saving up to 3}d. a mile in 
costs. Their performance in this regard 
stands out by comparison with city streets, 
where travel has slowed to a snail’s pace. 

One instance Mr. Burggraf quoted to 
support this statement was in Boston, 
where trips that formerly took from 18 to 
25 minutes now take 3 minutes on that 
city’s new motorway, the Central Artery. 

Figures given by Mr. Buggraf show that 
the accident rate on urban motorways in 
America is only a third of that on ordinary 
streets, and the fatality rate is only a half. 

Total outlay on building these motor- 
ways is high (a cost of $Im. per mile has 
not been unusual) but running costs are 
lowered for vehicles using them. Motor- 
ways pay for themselves in a few years. It 
has been established that--even at a con- 
servative estimate—-urban motorways save 
nearly 13d. for every mile a vehicle runs. 


Allowing for time savings as well, the 
total saving is 3}d. a mile. 

When motorways are built to ease the 
flow of traffic on a city’s congested streets, 
although there are detriments and disloca- 
tions caused, the net showing is that of a 
significant contribution to the national 
wealth and well-being.

CEMENTATION 


A $765,000 contract for the construction 
of a 1,200ft. deep shaft has been awarded 
by the United States Atomic Energy Com- 
mission to the American subsidiary com- 
pany of the Cementation Group. 

The shaft will provide access to a 
drivage designed for the detonation of a 
nuclear device for the development of 
atomic energy for peaceful purposes. 
Known as “Project Gnome,” the site is at 
a point 25 miles south-east of Carlsbad in 
the salt beds of New Mexico. 

Announcing the award of the contract 
recently, a spokesman for the Cementation 
Group’s head office in London said that 
work was scheduled for completion by 
June, 1961.

“SUICIDAL” BUILDING TENDERS 
N.F.B.T.E. President’s Comments 


“It is paradoxical that despite the in- 
creased volume of new work currently 
coming forward, there are building firms 
still submitting tender prices which can 
only be described as suicidal,” stated Mr. 
D. E. Woodbine Parish, national president, 
at the half-yearly general meeting of the 
South-Western Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, held in Bristol last 
week, 

“Many offers being made today are 
manifestly so low that it must be impos- 
sible for the firms concerned to carry out 
a satisfactory job for the client without 
sustaining a financial loss,” he said. 

“While healthy competition, be it in 
price or in time performance, or both, is 
in the interests of the community, the 
submission of uneconomic tenders for 
building work is highly damaging in the 
long run to the national economy, for it 
inevitably weakens the profitability of the 
industry and leads to a lowering of quality 
standards, restriction of training facilities, 
deferment of mechanisation programmes, 
inadequate plant replacement, inferior 
welfare provision and the tendency to dis- 
regard safety precautions, all of which 
seriously retard and impair the expansion 
of the industry’s productive. capacity.”

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PUBLIC CLEANSING SERVICE 
The Challenge of the Future 


NV R. H. M. Ellis, M.B.E. president 

of the Institute of Public Cleans- 
ing and transport and cleansing officer, 
Bristol, addressing last week’s annual 
conference of the Institute held at 
Portsmouth said enormous progress 
had been made in the public cleansing 
field. Methods of refuse collection par- 
ticularly in multi-storey buildings, had 
improved greatly; refuse utilisation and 
disposal were being approached in many 
and varied ways and more and more 
mechanical aids were being offered and 
tried for street cleansing. 

The importance which was now attached 
to the service by local authorities generally 
was proved by the numbers regularly 
attending the annual conference, delegates 
frequently being attracted not only from 
Great Britain, but from overseas countries 
ranging from the Caribbean to the Far East. 


Challenge of the Future 


“Our duties are to control and perform 
one of the two primary public health ser- 
vices,” he said. ‘In the process of carry- 
ing out this function we have become a 
major transport undertaking, a fairly con- 
siderable user of plant (incorporating those 
of mechanical, electrical and civil engineer- 
ing); whilst in a lesser degree, we touch 
also on landscaping and agriculture. To 
achieve success, not the least of the re- 
quirements is a business approach. 

“Quite recently we have been called 
upon to deal with the provisions of the 
Litter Act; currently, the effects of the 
implementation of the Clean Air Act are 
being felt; and it is significant that in the 
move to combat noise, one of the first 
mentions has been that of the dustbin lid. 
Added to these we appear to be rapidly 
approaching a 40-hour week, whilst already 
the trade unions are speaking in terms 
of a 36-hour week. All these are problems 
which in aggregate present an enormous 
challenge to our technical and organising 
ability. The most far reaching will un- 
doubtedly be that of a reduction in work- 
ing hours which, without a corresponding 
improvement in efficiency, will automatic- 
ally result in increased requirements of 
men, vehicles and depot accommodation. 


Problem of Costs 


“How then are costs to be kept within 
reasonable bounds? It is doubtful whether 
salvage can help more than at present. In 
fact, it may well be that further auto- 


mation and mechanisation in industry and 
agriculture, coupled with an increasing use 
of synthetic materials in display and pack- 
aging, will result in a decreased income 
from this source. 

Here is where business ability will be 
necessary, although it must always be re- 
membered that public cleansing is our first 
and foremost consideration. One obvious 
way is the reduction of the volume and 
weight of refuse at the source, and in this 
connection it is significant that sink 
grinders have made their appearance and 
in a few instances have been installed in 
dwellings in this country. Work study and 
organisation and method investigations by 
experts qualified to perform them, and I 
particularly stress the qualifications, will 
help. Any measures, mainly under the 
heading of welfare, which reduce the inci- 
dence of the sickness and accident rate, 
will be more than repaid. Technical in- 
novations will be of assistance, and in this 
direction one thinks particularly of ad- 
vancement in vehicle design. Immediate 
improvements and/or innovations may well 
incorporate, to mention just a few, air 
suspension, disc brakes, alternators in lieu 
of dynamos, etc. Asa future outlook there 
are the possible introductions of the rotary 
engine, the fuel cell, or, who knows, even 
the wheel-less carriage. 

“ Traffic engineering would appear to be 
rapidly moving along the lines of far more 
one-way streets, dual carriageways, and 
no intersections or cross-flow turns. This 
presents the vehicle manufacturers with an 
immediate challenge—that of developing a 
machine capable of efficiently cleaning the 
area of the road channels from either the 
offside or the nearside. 

“The time cannot be too far distant 
when the numbers of supervisory staffs, 
greatly reduced during the past 25 years in 
relation to the volume of work carried cut, 
will be even further reduced by the 
development of control, direction, advice 
and instruction by means of short-wave 
radio communication and the advent of 
closed circuit television. 

“The calibre of officer reauired in the 
future administration of the service will 
be in direct ratio to the extent by which 
supervisory staffs are reduced and tech- 
nological advancement achieved. Compe- 
tent qualified men in sufficient numbers 
will be assured only if the service attracts 
the right type of entrant; if adequate faci- 
lities for training are available and if the 
opportunity is given to take advantage of 
them.”

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CIVIL ENGINEERING PROBLEMS 
OVERSEAS 


Lord Perth Opens London Conference 


HE great importance of the civil engi- 

neer’s work in underdeveloped terri- 
tories was stressed by Lord Perth, Minister 
of State for Colonial Affairs, when he 
opened the “Conference on Civil Engineer- 
ing Problems Overseas” being held this 
week at the Institution of Civil Engineers 
in London. 

More than 150 delegates from overseas 
are attending the conference, including 
visitors from Portugal and the United 
States—proof according to Lord Perth of 
the value of this conference which is held 
biennially. 

He drew attention to the fact that the 
conference was now entitled “ overseas 
problems” whereas it was once “ colonial 
problems.” This, he said, was only right 
in a world where colonial territories were 
striving for independence. The civil engi- 
neer had a vital role to play in this 
political development, particularly where 
his work was enhancing the progress of 
primitive peoples. 


Training Local People 


Lord Perth added that the exchange of 
information and experience at the con- 
ference would be of extreme value, but he 
told the delegates that it was also essen- 
tial that the local people in the overseas 
territories should be taught and trained. 
This not only created friends but was also 
good long-term business. 

He concluded by reminding the con- 
ference of the valuable work being done by 
laboratories in this country, such as the 
Water Research Laboratory at Walling- 
ford. the Road Research Laboratory and 
the Building Research Station, the last 
two of which had sections dealing with 
works in the tropics,

CENTRAL EUROPE’S 
FUEL PIPELINE 


Integrated System 
3,000 Miles Long* 


(X= of the commonplaces of modern 
warfare is the dependence of all 
sections of the armed forces on ade- 
quate supplies of fuel, without which 
they are paralysed. 

In the last war, the vulnerability of fuel- 
carrying vehicles and the delays imposed 
by the bombing of roads and approaches 
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to airfields and military formations made it 
clear that the classical means of transport 
were completely unable to meet all the 
fuel requirements of heavily mechanised 
forces. An alternative was needed which 
would ensure ready availability of adequate 
supplies of strategic fuel and the possibility 
of their continuous replenishment.

A great deal of study and discussion 
was naturally devoted to this problem by 
SHAPE and associated bodies and from all 
this there arose in 1952 a suggestion by 
the headquarters of Air Forces Central 
Europe that a number of storage tanks 
should be constructed in various NATO 
countries to hold reserve supplies for jet 
aircraft, which are voracious consumers of 
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fuel, and that wherever possible these tanks 
should be connected by pipelines. 


If war broke out, this immensely flexible 
system would enable the Allied air forces 
to take both immediate and sustained re- 
taliatory action against the aggressor. This 
idea appealed strongly to the land forces, 
who immediately asked to use the same 
pipelines to move motor fuel for army 
vehicles as well as the jet fuel 
already envisaged and corre- 
spondingly to increase the 
working tankage concerned. 

In December, 1952, the 
North Atlantic Council ap- 
proved a commonly financed 
“infrastructure” programme 
and within this framework 
the construction of the Central 
European pipeline system was 
launched. Although the 
initial emphasis had been 
placed on the fuel storage 
tanks themselves, this con- 
ception was gradually ex- 
panded, and it was a buried 
pipeline system as well as a 
storage system which took 
shape, with the result that, if 
not the longest, what is cer- 
tainly the most complicated 
and extensive system of pipe- 
lines in the world is now sub- 
stantially in operation and its 
construction largely com- 
pleted. 


The System 


There now exists in Central 
Europe an integrated system 
of pipelines some three 
thousand miles long which 
holds tanks capable of storing 
1,000,000 tons of fuel and 
which is linked directly to 
many ports, airfields, railways 
and canals. 

The system has been designed to carry 
both jet fuel and 80 octane motor gaso- 
lene. It is already in use and supplying 
NATO land and air forces with much of 
their present requirements of these two 
fuels which are, however, substantially less 
than they would be if war broke out. 


The fuels are sent in sequence under 
high pressure and although there is a 
limited degree of ‘‘ contamination ” around 
the section where one fuel follows hard 
upon the other, this is cleared at the 
receiving end. 


The diameters of the pipes which are 
used run from 12in. down to 4in., this 
latter size serving the numerous Allied

Organisation 


The “ host countries,” that is to say, the 
countries in whose territory the pipeline 
system actually lies, are Belgium, France, 
Germany, Luxembourg and the Nether- 
lands, whilst the three other nations

making use of the system are Canada, the 
United Kingdom and the United States. 
It is clear that such a complex network 
needs, if not an elaborate, at least an ex- 
tremely efficient technical organisation to 
control its many functions. This takes the 
form of seven national pipeline divisions 


and a central co-ordinating controlling 
body. 
There is one national division in the 


Netherlands, and one in Belgium; two are 
in Germany and three in France. These 
divisions are responsible for the day-to- 
day running of the system and employ 
some 1,000 people, among them highly 
qualified specialists. 
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Each national division is in touch by 
teleprinter with its neighbouring division, 
and also with every pump and filling station 
in its own area of control. It is also in 
constant touch with the controlling body, 
which is known as the Central Europe 
Operating Agency. 


The Agency 


This is a civilian organisation under the 
direction of a general manager, who is re- 
sponsible jointly to two Central European 
bodies; one military, called the Central 
Europe Pipeline Office; and one political 
and financial, known as the Central Europe 
Pipeline Committee. 

The Agency,which is situated near Ver- 
sailles, ensures that the network runs at 
an integrated, uniform system. It co- 
ordinates the overall activities of the seven 
divisions in all their routine technical 
operations, in security and in nuclear de- 
fence, and is responsible for maintaining 
the most accurate accounting for fuel—in 
itself a very complex series of operations. 
In particular, the Agency plans, at least a 
month ahead, the international movement 
of fuel through the pipeline system to meet 
the needs of the eight user nations. 

When completed, the general system of 
communications will be such that the 
Agency could give an order down to the 
level of an individual pump or fuel point 
operator in any of the host countries, 
whilst it is also completely informed at any 
given moment of the precise fuel situa- 
tion in all the territories covered by the 
network. It maintains constant touch with 
military headquarters. 


Financial 


The cost of the Central European pipe- 
line system, which is approximately $200m. 
or £75m., has been provided by the infra- 
structure common financing procedure, in 
which each of the 15 NATO member 
nations contributes according to a set 
formula. After competitive tenders had 
been invited for the work, on an inter- 
national basis, the actual construction was 
carried out chiefly, though not always, by 
contractors based on the territory in which 
the pipeline was to be built. 

The Central European network is being 
run on a common annual budget which is 
prepared by the host country and sub- 
mitted to the Central Operating Agency. 
The Agency, in turn, is responsible for 
streamlining these budgets and ensuring 
that all divisions work on uniform and 
efficient lines. The total annual budget is 
around $5m. Since the Allied forces using 
the pipeline system pay for the services 
provided, the financial basis of the whole 
operation is on a businesslike footing. 

In addition to the Central European 
pipeline system, there are separate NATO 
pipelines in Greece, Denmark, Italy, Nor- 
way and Turkey, but for reasons of geo- 
graphy and finance these are not inter- 
connected and will not be linked to the 
Central European network. The Central 
European system itself undoubtedly pro- 
vides a startling and interesting experiment 
in international co-operation for common 
defence, in that five host countries allow 
fuel bought by eight user countries to 
move across their frontiers unimpeded and 
free of tax and customs charges in time of 
peace as well as war.

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Talking of Safety

ON the way back to the site office, 

John Fielding, the site agent, told 
me how his new stairs had nearly 
landed him in trouble with the factory 
inspector. It appeared that John and 
the inspector had been talking at the 
foot of the stairs, when a sudden 
swishing sound made them turn simul- 
taneously—and jump for safety. It was 
Terry, the youngest of the apprentices, 
sliding down the handrail at high speed. 
John grabbed him as he arrived—more 
or less at the inspector’s feet—and 
uttered a few carefully phrased observa- 
tions regarding the boy’s mental health, 
past history and future prospects. 
Terry listened politely, apologised, and 
walked away with considerable dignity. 


“Tt was then,” said John, “ that I noticed 
a gaping rent in the seat of his pants. I 
imagine that I now have the full support 
of his mum.” 

From the subject of stairs we turned to 
ladders. 

“Naturally, we still have to use quite 
a few ladders around the building,” John 
said. “Not only for access, of course, 
but for men to stand on while they are 
working. We've used transportable stag- 
ings for middling jobs which wouldn't 
justify the erection of a scaffold, but some- 
times even those are too cumbersome for 
bits of work which only require a few 
minutes. What is the legal position as re- 
gards working from ladders?” 


“If you mean using a ladder by itself 
and not as part of, say, a ladder scaffold, 
there is no law against it, provided that 
certain precautions are taken. The first 
is to make sure that the ladder is standing 
on a firm footing. That means you musn’t 
put it on bricks or other loose packing. If 
the ground is uneven it is a good idea to 
bury the foot of the ladder, if you can. 
Where that’s not possible, you can stand 
the foot on a small sack partly filled with 
sand,”

*“ How about fixing the ladder? That's 
often a tricky business.” 

“TI agree. And you must take into 
account the object of fixing it. The top 


of an unsecured ladder can move either 
sideways or outwards, and of the two 
alternatives the first is the more difficult 
to guard against. Outward movement is 
unlikely to occur if you stick to the four- 
to-one rule, that is, one foot out at the 
base for every four feet of vertical height. 
The first kind of overturning usually hap- 
pens when the worker leans over sideways 
to do something, and there’s very little ex- 
cept friction to resist the state of 
unbalance.” 

“Hence the fastening at the top?” 

“Yes. If it can’t be fixed properly, a 
man shouldn’t be allowed to work on it. 
Nor should you let him work on a ladder 
if it would be unsafe for him to do so for 
any other reason. For instance, a man 
can’t work safely with both hands unless 
he is using a special Support.” 

“What kind of support?” 

“Well, there are two or three types of 
ladder seats on the market. They are at- 
tached to the ladder in such a way that 
they form a sitting support for the user. 
As you can imagine, these things have to 
be selected with a good deal of care. Not 
only must they be soundly constructed, but 
they must never tend to damage the ladder 
in any way.” 

“Well, that seems to take care of the 
top of the ladder—what about the bottom 
end?” 

“Let’s go back to the Building Regula- 
tions,” I said. ‘“‘ We are told that so far 
as practicable a ladder more than 10ft. in 
length must be secured so that it can’t 
move from either the top or the bottom 
points of rest. If it can’t be fixed at the 
top it should be secured at the base, and 
if everything is against you and you can’t 
do that either, then you must station some- 
one at the base of the ladder to prevent 
slipping.” 

“That seems to dodge the issue some- 
what.” 

“It may appear to, but then you must 
remember that the regulations have to 
allow for all sorts of contingencies. Also, 
they are only intended to provide a mini- 
mum standard of safety. A ladder can 
nearly always be supported by side guys if 
there is no anchorage available.” 





“What are we waiting for?—Let’s get it off and mend it!” 
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“What about ladders less than 10ft. in 
length? Surely they can be dangerous 
sometimes?” 

“T agree, but the regulations provide for 
that. The rules about fixing don’t apply 
to a ladder less than 10ft. in length, if it is 
securely placed so as to prevent it from 
slipping or falling. Just try and get out 
of that one! 

“There are some further regulations 
governing the use of all ladders. Your 
ladders must be secured to prevent sway- 
ing, if necessary, and they must be sup- 
ported properly on each upright—and that 
means equally supported. If you’re in any 
doubt about the use of ladders as working 
places, I suggest you study our old friend 
Regulation 5 which says, roughly, that 
scaffolds must be provided for any work 
that cannot be done on the ground or from 
a ladder or other available means of sup- 
port.” 


RESEARCH ON ARCH DAM 
DESIGN 


The Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research are supporting several 
university groups who are gathering 
information on arch dam design. This 
is one of the scientific fields to which the 
me increased their grants during 

59. 

The work of the groups includes basic 
research into the stresses in dams, an 
essential to achieve the best design 
methods. It is also being supported by 
a group of civil engineering consultants 
and will be co-ordinated by a special com- 
mittee of the Institution of Civil Engineers. 

Computing techniques will be used by 
the investigators in association with scale 
model dams and co-ordinated results will 
be published. The investigators are: 
Professor S. C. Redshaw, Birmingham 
University; Miss L. Chitty, Imperial 
College, and Mr. C. Snell, University 
College, London; Professor D. N. de Garrs 
Allen, Sheffield University; and Professor

of Southampton University. 





£A24M. MEDICAL CENTRE 


Preliminary plans have been announced 
for a new medical centre at Melbourne 
University, to cost an estimated £A24m. 
The centre will relieve overcrowded con- 
ditions and replace an obsolete building. 

The vice-chancellor of the University, 
Sir George Paton, said the centre would 
accommodate the Departments of Bacteri- 
ology, Physiology, Anatomy and Path- 
ology. He added that a new medical 
library would also be built.

gate hopper and each cement silo is fitted 
with high and low level indicators showing 
the state of the material quantities. The 
indicator’s operate in a control cabin at 
the base of the plant. From the same point, 
one man can operate the conveyor, the 
gates to the ground hoppers, and the 
pivoted distributor at the top of the plant, 
which will chute the material from the 
conveyor belt to the correct hopper. 

Water is stored in a 2,500-gallon tank 
on the ground, being pumped up to a 400- 
gallon tank on the plant. 

Weighing of materials is carried out in 
four hoppers. Two hoppers are each of 
16,000lb. capacity (for sand and gravel); 
one is of 3,250lb. capacity (for cement) and 
one is of 2,000Ib. capacity (for water). The 
aggregates are discharged through radial 
gates and the cement through semi-rotary 
valves, all operated by pneumatic rams. 

The cement weigh-hopper is fitted with 
a pre-set automatic cut-out, and the sand 
weigh hopper is fitted with a moisture 
meter which in turn registers on the opera- 
tor’s control panel. 

From the weigh-hoppers the materials 
are fed either into a 4 cu. yd. tilting drum 
mixer, or into a chute direct to a truck 
mixer, the drum mixer being driven elec- 
trically and tilted by pneumatic rams, either 
from the operator’s floor or the mixing floor, 
The time of mixing can be controlled and 
discharge cannot be permitted until a given 
cycle is over. Provision is made for re- 
placing the “dry leg” with a second 4 cu, 
yd. mixer at a later date. Concrete for 
the mixer is fed into a hopper and then 
into either a truck mixer or an agitator, or 
directly into a tipper lorry. Transport main- 
tenance service includes a high-pressure 
water system for washing down the con- 
crete vehicles. 

Features of the new plant include the 
provision of a laboratory on site to ensure 
effective control and testing and a fleet 
of delivery vehicles in radio touch with 
the transport office, allowing the where- 
abouts of the concrete to be known to the 
customer at any time. 

The plant was supplied and erected by 
Winget, Ltd.; the conveyor system supplied 
and erected by W. W. Brown and Partners, 
Ltd.; and the site construction works car- 
ried out by Messrs. Greenham, with the 
exception of the piling to the foundation 
of the plant which was carried out by 
Terresearch, Ltd. The whole of the scheme 
was completed within four months.

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BLACKWOOD HODGE’S 
TRADING DIFFICULTIES 


R. BERNARD SUNLEY, chairman of 
of Blackwood Hodge, Ltd., at- 
tributes the group’s decrease in total sales 
during 1959 largely to political factors. 
He states in his annual review that in 
the home market the decision to restrict 
opencast coalmining created a serious situ- 
ation, not only for opencast mining con- 
tractors, but also for equipment distribu- 
tors and plant hire operators. Equipment 
which had been purchased to maintain coal 
production at the levels fixed by earlier 
Governmental policy announcements and, 
also, the organisations which had been 
built up for the maintenance and servicing 
of that equipment were, to a major extent, 
made redundant by this decision, which 
may politically have been wise but for 
which, economically, there could be no 
justification. 

Additionally, the delay in carrying out 
the new major road development pro- 
gramme which this country so urgently 
needed had resulted in a large volume of 
road building equipment standing idle and 
in orders for new equipment being 
deferred. 

In Australia the company’s business was, 
until recently, severely affected by import 
restrictions. Similar problems existed, and 
were continuing to exist, in India. In Iraq 
and many parts of Africa political unrest 
had caused development schemes to be 
cancelled or postponed, so that, in certain 
territories, business was virtually at a 
standstill. In Canada the level of trading 
in 1959 was, on the whole, good, although 
it was, and continued to be, affected by 
credit restrictions and some cutting back 
of expenditure by the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial Governments. 


JOINERY MANUFACTURERS’ 
PLANS 


The English Joinery Manufacturers 
Association plan to aid the smaller joinery 
firms, particularly those who specialise in 
purpose-made work.

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UNUSUAL APPLICATION OF EARTH BORER 
ON TIDAL RIVER WALL 


STANDARD earth borer, designed 
for the sinking of poles, post 
holes, foundations, etc., is being used 
by the Essex River Board to bore short 
raking piles at an angle of 45 degrees. 
The scheme is taking place on a tidal 
river wall in Essex, and consists of the 
provision of bored piles, 12in. in diameter 
and up to 8ft. in depth, spaced at 10ft. 
centres and intended to prevent movement 
by wave action of an L-shaped concrete 
parapet wall. 

Used in conjunction with an _ Inter- 
national BTD 6 crawler tractor, the earth 
borer operates on top of a clay sea wall. 
Simple modifications were carried out by 
the River Board’s plant department to the 
rear linkage connecting the borer to the 
tractor, and this allows the borer to work 
at an angle of 45 degrees in driving the 
angled holes for the reinforcement and 
concrete. Without such an arrangement, 
the alternative would probably have been 
to hand-augur the holes. 


The earth borer being used is a standard 
piece of equipment for direct mounting on 
to the three-point hydraulic linkage of the 
heavier agricultural tractors, downward 


pressure being applied to the rotating 
augur by the operation of a hand lever.

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TURNERS ASBESTOS WORKS VISIT 


VISIT to their Widnes factory was 

recently arranged by Turners Asbestos 
Cement Co., Ltd., the company within the 
Turner and Newall organisation respon- 
sible for the manufacture of asbestos- 
cement building products. 

The visitors toured the factory, which 
now covers about 45 acres, almost half 
of which area is roofed over to provide 
manufacturing, maturing and_ stocking 
accommodation. During the tour, the 
moulding, pipe and roofing divisions were 
visited, and different stages in the manu- 
facture of a great variety of asbestos- 
cement products were inspected. 

A feature of the works seen by the 
visitors was the recently installed handling 
equipment for cement.
